A Jewish Retort to the Nazis. 


THE past week has brought no abatement of the sufferings 
of German Jew ry. The orgy of repression goes on with 
undiminished vigour, and the gates of a new Ghetto are slowly 
but surely closing on the country's six-hundred-thousand Jews! 
Our contemporary, the DAILY TELEGRAPH, which declares that 

he anti-Jewish campaign of the Nazis is being watched with 
7 by all decent opinion outside Germany, and not least in 
this country,” described the position tersely last Saturday : 

he crime is to be a Jew, and for that, 
eminence, no degree of capacity in business, no’ public service, 
and no private virtue can atone. Professors are driven from 
their class-rooms, musical conductors from their concert-rooms, 
agtors from the stage.”” Even this vivid summary leaves large 
trtacts of Jewish life uncovered. The brutal floggings reported 


no professional 


{tom Frankfurt, where, under threat of death in the event of 


refusal, Jew was compelled to whip Jew, and even fathers and 
sons were forced into mutual assault, are enough to make the 
blood of any civilised being boil, and to render the worst war-time 
stories of Bosche savagery credible. Has Germany returned to 
the barbarism of the Hun? Oris it, as some hold, that at bottom 
the German, despite his lip service to culture and civilization, is 
naturally cruel and heartless ? How else are we to account for the 
inhuman incidents that follow one another? The eminent Jewish 
director of the Berlin City Hospital, Professor ZONDAK, has been 


, dragged out by his Nazi colleagues, and, with a number of other 


Jewish medical men, warned not to show his face in the institu- 
tion again. Members of the Government broadcast to the public 
urgent recommendations not to deal with Jews or submit them- 
selves to treatment by Jewish physicians. A numerus clausus for 
Jewish lawyers has been instituted in the Law Courts of 
Breslau, all Jewish judges are to be shortly removed from the 
Berlin Courts, and no Jewish lawyers are to be employed on the 
; In fact, something like a clean sweep 
of Jews seems in progress from all administrative positions 
under the Municipalities and the State. And even all this does 
not exhaust such lists of barbarities as are daily allowed to reach 
an astonished outside world. |

On the other side of the account, there is practically 
nothing to record in the way of punishment of the assailants 
of person and property. Any swaggering young ruffian can haul 
off a decent citizen into a private prison and detain him there, 
without interferettice. Numbers of individuals, some of them 
mea of distinctiébn, disappear “ spurlos,” without leaving a 
trace,” to use the Germans’ brag when they sank merchant 
steamers during the War. The _ round-up of supposed 
Marxists " and others is said to have brought thousands into 
the official and private nets, and alarming rumours concerning 
them pass from lip to lip. VON PAPEN protests, 
GOERING forbids lawlessness by individuals, regarding. such 
things, apparently, as special perquisites of his own. But it 
is not easy, af this stage, to use the official stomach-pump on the 
youth poisoned and maddened by years of malicious slander. And 
now, if the Enabling Bill introduced into the Reichstag yesterday 
has become law, the Nazi Government, which means the 
Chancellor, HITLER, is enthroned for four years as Dictator of 
Germany, with complete control over the lives and belongings 
of its citizens. The Nazi chief can make any laws he wishes, ° 


and even 


Parliament 
need not be consulted. The President's signature is dispensed 
with. The Chancellor decrees it, and that is enough. 
violate the Constitution... He may tax German Jews almost to 
the point of extinction. He may expel all Jewish post-War 
settlers in accordance with GORRING'S reading of the Hitlerite 
policy. 


He may 


He may carry out his own avowed scheme to deprive 
Jews of German citizenship; he may reduce them to the statas 
of the Indian ~ untouchables” and pen them all in concentra 
tion camps.- And no one is left to say him nay, except the.aged 
President who has tried in vain. to prevent him from reaching 
power. His dictatorship is a usurpation, as our Catholic con 
temporary, the Tablet, remarks in its fine and spirited comments, 
“and his enforcement of it is a brutality.” But the Nazi writ 
runs to-day from end to end of the Reich ! 

Small wonder that the grim and tragic prospect now held 
ouf is viewed with increasing disquiet and growing emotion by 
Jews in this country and elsewhere. It is not German Jewry 
alone who are involved in the Hitlerist campaign. Jews every 
where, and the things ‘they hold most dear, are bésmirched by 
the filthy libels which daily pour from Nazi lips and publications. 
They feel, more and more, naturally, that there are limits to 
human endurance, and that they owe it to their German 
brethren—especially to the robuster elements among them:—as 
well as to themselves, to demonstrate that they cannot be 
They are grateful to 
which is expressing itself in out 
spoken language against the barbarities practised in the land of 
Kultur. They would be grateful if British Christendom would 


the Press in this country, 


indignation 


and horror.” But it is rightly held that it is also “up to’ 
those who are mainly and directly affected—we say mainly, 


because it is the basic principles of modern civilisation which 
are in issue, quite as much as Jewish liberties—to break a lance 
in their own cause. We are in complete sympathy with this 
view. If, as seems evident from the flood of letters that has 
poured into this office, there is a strong longing to institute a 
boycott of German goods and services, by all means let it be 
done. Let Jews, here and in every land, borrow from the 
Germans their weapon of the boycott and turn it against them. 
If only half the Jewries of the world would wield it vigorously, 
if they would refuse to buy German goods, ignore German 
shipping and watering places, avoid all fresh participation in 
German finance, and handle the boycott over all the wide field 
in which it is capable of* being employed, they would show that 
that force which the Prussian mentality alone understands, is 
not the possession of tyrants alone. In America, Poland, 
Roumania, Palestine, the boycott is being preached, or has 
actually begun. It must be widespread, if it is to be effeetive, 
and it must be unflinchingly pursued. “ Not an ounce of 
German goods!" ‘Not an atom of German service!” till the 
Nazis desist from their devilries. To the cry of “ Perish Judea!” 
let the answer be “ Jewry, awake!” 

Nor need we stop here. We ask every Synagogue congre- 


‘gation, throughout the length and breadth of the country, to 


pass a Resolution of Protest and send it to the Government and 


‘the local Member of Parliament. There are thousands of Jewish 


voters in this country. Let them acquaint their Members with 
the feelings of indignation wi:ich move them in presence of the 
atrocities practised against their co-religionists and the wicked 
defamation. of the Jewish name. The form of government the

We challenge 
such a system, not only as Jews but as citizens of the world to 
whom persecution as a policy is a detestable medievalism; and 
we believe that in that attitude we carry with us the agreement 
of all decent-minded men and women, wherever they may be 
found, 


Jewry: Week by Week. 


Mr. Runsay MacDonald and Signor Mussolini were described, 
last week, as “two sane men in a world going mad.” The new 
proposal discussed by them during the Prime Minister's visit to 
Ro ne is intentel to avert the fate which is proverbially said to 
await those whom the gols have first robbed of their sanity— 
on y, in this caso, the worlds mudaess is self-made and not 
god-made. The new scheme is described as an effort to promote 
~@ long period of peace.” The four Western Powers—Great 
Britain, France, Italy and. Germany—are to collaborate in it on 
the basis of-an understanding which is to be reached on “the 
larger political quastions.” If it only helps to dissipate the 
pessimisn which hws gathered about Gsneva in these latter days 
and to set E1rope moving on fresh aid constra:tive lines, the 
project will ba weleomed. It will b: welcomed all the more because 
it appears to give the un lerlying reasons of the present grave unrest 
the importance they deserve in a general policy of appeasement, 
and to recognise that disarmament can only come in eirnest when 
the cause; which have tel nvtions to arm have been eliminated. 
The new move has come none too soon to-save the world from 
ilespair and the cruel and reckless things which are done in such 
mood. 


There is no time to lose, as Mr. MacDonald has warned us, and 
as the growing foreboding of war in recent days must have convinced 
even the most light-hearted among us. As Jews, menaced by 
national passions as rarely in our his ory, we cannot but give our 
fervent blessing to any p!an that will lower the temper ture of the 
world-fever. It is to this malady that we owe the savage r crules- 
cence of the anti-Jew mania which we are witnessing to-day. And 
if the Hitler Government can be drawn into co-operation with other 
Powers in a movement to restore peace and calmness through the 
revival of justice and consideration among the peoples, there may be 
some hope for a return to sanity and an assuagement of feelings in 
Germany too. It will do the German Chancellor no, harm to become 
an active comrade of men of such bread outlook as Mr. MacDonald 
and Signor Mussolini—more especially as the Italian St itesman, 
who is universally believed to be the model upon whom Hitler has 
fashioned himself, has never preached Jew-hatred as part of the 
Fascist creed, and has, in fact, utterly repud ated such an idea! 


Right of Asvlum. 

lt was inevitable, in the conditions now reigning in Germany, 
that the question of the right of asylum for religious and political 
refugees should come to the front again. As it is possible that a 
good deal mora may be heard aout it in the future, it may be as 
well to clarify the position as it now stands. When the first 


Aliens Bill of 1905 was under discussion, a great deal of reluctance — 


was expressed at departing from the old tradition of offering 
a haven of refuge to those fleeing from persecution. A concession 
was accordingly made to old-fashioned feelings by a provision 


in the Act which allowed such refugees to enter the country, — 


even though they might become a public charge. The national 
conscience was satisfied! In 1919, however, a new Aliens Act 


replaced the one on the Statute Book ; and, under the influence of 


the war feeling then still rampant, all reference to refugees was 
removed and the principle of asylum appdrently abo ished. The 
Board of Deputies, to its credit, did nof remain unconcerned 
by. this development, but pegged away in the hope of securing 
® more humane regime. But the utmost concession it could 
wring even from the Home Secretary in a Labour Govern- 
ment, Mr. Clynes, was a promise of sympathetic consideration 
for persons victimised by. “religious persecution’—a phrase 


which might be differently interpreted by different individuals. 


We have assuredly left the much-abused, though chivalrous, 
Vietorian age far behind... Whether a more clement attitude 
would be adopted in the event of the Hitlerists pursuing 
their wicked plans to the bitter end and making life for Jews in 
Germany even more difficult than it is to-day, no one can say. But 
the sufferers are largely men of position and means who, pre- 
sumably, would not be excluded under the provisions of the Aliens’ 
legislation, while their poorer comrades in misfortune are, to a great 


_ extent, nationals of neighbouring coutitries to which they would 


resort and are resorting for shelter. Tt remains to be seen whether 
German-born Jews will lightly abandon in large numbers a country 


which has been their ancestral home, and to which they have given 


“When the Devil was Sick—” : 


The old proverb tells us that “ Circumstances alter cases.” A 
grotesque example of its truth is afforded by the manifesto to the 
Jews in Poland, which was issued by the German and Austro- 
Hungarian high command in the early part of the Great War, and 
which was reproduced, in a translation by Mr. Paul Se:ver, in tho 
last issue of the WkeEK-END Review.

Bialistok, Siédlec and many hundreds of other bloody pogroms. 
Remem er the Beil.s trial and the efforts mae by the barbar.c 
Gover.ume it to spread the hornibe Les about the use of blocd among the 
Jew. Toatis how he Tear ke t hi. word as a movarch which he gavo 
when he was in a tight corner. He is now again in a tight corner. And 
that is the reason for his promises. It is now your sacred duty to muster 
all your strength to help in the liberation. All the streugth of the people, 
your young generation, your communities. your clubs, must come forward 
as one man to help in the sacred cause. We expect you to prove your 
good seuse and lo.alty by your acts. You can place the greatest trust in 
our military commanders in the places ncearto you. All kiuds of supp es 
will bs paid for pro uptly and well. Prepare the way to overcome the 
enemy completely a .d to bring victory for freedom and justice.

War in the North-West. 


The trouble between the Gladstone Park Synagogue, who have 
affiiated themselves to the Federation, and the dissentient boy, 
who want the United Synagogue, still rages. Statement follows 
statement in the wordy warfare, and ailegation is caught by 
denial, and the innocent bystander is not only bewildered buf 
can count himself fortunate if he does not get in the way of 
the verbal m'ssiles and be cursed by both sides as a pestilent 
interferer. Yet there is an importaht principle of communal policy 
at stake, and the disputants should hardly be left to fight out their 
differences to the end—if end there will ever be! The latest report 
that reaches us is that a cOmpromise was recently work: d out, 
but that it was notace pted by the seatholders of the Gladstone 
Park Synagogue, whereupon the Chairman and se.eral of his 
colleagues resign 2d, or me litate resignation, leaving their followers 
leaderless, but, we are sure, not breathless or wordless. The 
dissentients, if appears, are now for war to the finish. They 


are 100 strong, 80 they say; and they will build a new Synagogue, 


though one not so near as was contemplated in a previous 
engagement of the war. Meanwhile, it is stated that the Gladstone 
Park Synagogue is still the private property of its Minister. And 
at this stage, Sir Robert Waley Cohen, who mizht have “ ridden 
the whirlwiad and directed the storm,” is far away in Palestine and 
perhaps glad of it. We have said before, and we repeat it, that the 
whole situation is discreditable to the Community. We have 
thought, and still think, that, given a proper spirit of accommoda- 
tion, the whole wre ched squabble could have been adjusted mouths 
ago. But waat reasonable men must ask themselves is why it was 
ever allowed to arise. Why, if the Federation and the United 
Synagogue must exist side by side in lordly independence, could 
they not have come to some arrangement for a mutual under- 
standing in the provision of those new Synagogues for suburban 
communities, the need for which any sensible administrstor 
must have envisaged? This is the question of communal policy 
to which we have referred, and the fact that it has not been 
settled with wisdom and brotherliness argues a happy-go-lucky 
fecklessness, a spirit of petty ill-will, which can only issue in such 
strife as we are now witnessing. At one time there seemed to be a 
sort of tacit understanding—it hardly amounted to more, if as much 
—that the cast should be left to the Federation and the north and 
west to the United Synagogue. But that idea has long since been 
scrapped. We suggest, even now, that the two bodies should come 
together round a table, lay down the lines of future harmonious 


-werking, and restore’ an element of sanity to our Synagogue 
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“The Voice That is Still.” 


Isracl Zangwill, says his widow in the course of a letter to the 


JEWISH EXPONENT of Philadelphia, “ did not want his life to be 
written ; he hada feeling that biographies were never true.” lt was 
n shrewd judgment, worthy of the great thinker who delivered it, 
though perhaps the later efforts of men like Strachey and Guedalla 
have done something to remove its sting. Mrs. Zangwill, however, 
while she has, under much pressure, not allowed a biography of 
Zangwill to be produced, now believes that he would not have 
objected to the publication of a selection of his own letters and this 
purpose she has set herself to accomplish. “Such a volume,” she 
holds, “ would give a picture of his character which was of so 
rare a quality that I feel it should be made known to the world.” 
lt might also shed alight on his passion and work for the great 
cause of Peace, which he, like Mrs. Zangwill herself, so ardently 
championed. We miss his inspired advocacy in these troubled 
days. We try to think, in imagination, of the scorn with which he 
would have lashed the Hitlerist fanatics, as he trounced their 
moral kinsmen in Russia in the Tsarist days, and of the bitter irony 
with which he would have spoken of the position of the Jewish race 
to-day, compelled to stand on its head in a world of inverted ethics 
and reason. “ Oh! for the touch of a vanished hand, and the sound 
of a voice that is still!” 


A Victory for Religious Liberty. 

In April last, “ Watchman,” writing in THe 
called attention to the attempt that 
religious tests in South Africa. The University College of Potchef. 
sfroom, in the Transvaal, had brought a Bill into Parliament with 
the object of restoring to its title the words “for Christian Higher 
Education,” which were eliminated when the College became a 
constituent of the University of South Africa. The local Jewish 
Board of Deputies strongly protested against the change. It was 
obvious that if could have had no other purpose than to circumvent 
the Conscience Clause by which the institution was expressly bound, 
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was being made to re-introduce 


and that Jewish students and teachers would be victimised—an 


insufferable act of oppression, seeing that Jews contributed equally 
with non-Jews to the upkeep of the College. “Last month, the 
sponsors and the :r opponents came to grips with the matter during 
the Committee st:ge of the Bill. Supporters contended that there 
was no intention to differentiate against Jews. To that the obvious 
retort was, “if you are honest in your statement why do you refuse 
to agree to the new Clause which Mr. Alexander (a Jewish member) 
has moved, explicitly applying the Conscience Clause to the adminis. 
tration of the College?” No plausib e answer was returned to the 
question, but the Clause was voted upon and rejected. Later 
on, it appears, the introducer of the Bill (the Rev. M. L. Fick) 
altered his mind, and the House of Assembly has reversed its 
previous decision. The title “Christian” has apparently been 
approvel—though, as Mr. Alexander ironically pointed ont, it is 
hardly consistent with the Menorah which is the College's coat of 
arms—but Jews will not be robbed of their citizen rights. We 
congratulate our South African co-religionists on the fight they 
have made, and the South African Legislature on its refusal to be 
drawn into reactionary courses, which would have been donbly 
deplorable in a Dominion of the British Pe.

Origins of the Western Synagogue. 


Records Going Back 170 Years. 


A SHAMMAS WHO WROTE ENGLISH IN HEBREW. 


A lecture on “The Origins of the Western. Synagogue” was 
delivered on Sunday last, at the Synagogue, Alfred Place, by Dr. 
Cecil Roth. Sir Cecit H. Kiscn, K.C.LE., C.B., was in the Chair, 

Dr. ROTH said that he had detected certain improbabilities in the 
commonly accepted version of the history of the Synagogue and set to 
work to discover the truth. With the aid of ancient accounts and books, 
minute books and some other books belonging to Dr. Gaster, he hal been 
able to piece together something like a coherent account. He established 
that Woolf isaac Liepmann existed in ‘1773 and probably as early as 1746. 
In about 1761—certainly in the 60’s of that century—this man e tablished 
a Minyan at his house in Bedford Row (not the existins Bedford Row, 
but probably a place close to Bedford Street, ~trand).

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


Karl Marx. 


T is fifty years since Karl Marx, the father of Socialism, passed 
away, little dreaming of the tremendous forces he had set in 
motion from his seat in the Reading Room of the British Museum 
Nor, we may be 
sure, did his contemporaries in London realise the full intellectual 
stature of the practical, poverty-stricken dreamer who studied and 
worked among them and was presently to become the idol of many, the 
abomination of still more,and the symbol and inspiration of red revolu 
tion over a great tract of human society. Books have indeed moulded 


action in more than one age—* The pen is mightier than the sword.’ 


The Encyclopedists of France are thought by some to have been 
the real architects of the French Revolution, and Scripture has 
often, rightly or wrongly, been the propelling force in the collisions 
of armies. But it is not often the fate of a book, such as Marx's 
“ Das Kapital,” to be adopted as a Bible by a stratum of the popula 
tion, and to be carried into the fighting of the class war, as was 
the Ark in the battles of old! 


‘T°? the Jew, Marx and Marxianism have proved a thorn in the 

side. Karl Marx was born of the Hebrew race. Therefore. 
say Our enemies, his teaching is Jewish, Communism is a Jewish 
ilisease, and every Jew is a Communist and every Communist is 
Jew-perverted. We see these theories in full blast in Germany 
to-day, and, in less active operation, in other countries, too. They 
rest on the assumption, of course, that-the author of “ Das kK ‘pital 
was—like his theories—the very spawn of Hell, and that not a 
good word can or should be said for him by right-thinking men. 
With all the more surprise, then, did I read and, | must confess, 
re-read the leader in Tue Times last week, on the fifticth anniver 
It was obviously intended as a balanced and 
sober estimate of the man and his work, far removed from the shrill 
#execration to which we have become accustomed, and all the more 
remarkable for appearing where it did. The writer described 
’ Das. Kapital” net only as a scholar but as a 
“Marxianism,” he tells us, “was an analysis, but 
it was also an apocalyptic—an apocalyptic such as we find 
in Isaiah (the ransomed shall return, and come to Zon’), or 
in the Book of Revelation.

The phrase which is often used of “ Das Kapital ”’ 
on the Continent, and in England, too—" the Bible of the working 
class "—has, the writer goes on to say, a deep significance. In Marx, 
the revolutionary prophet conquered the would-be materialistic 
scholar, and, deserting the pedestrian ground of economic evolution. 
he proclaimed a new dispensation for all the sons of toil. “He was 
stirred, and he stirred the millions, with a visiting of the old 
prophetic ideal of Righteousness. He gave the figure of Righteous. 
ness feet of clay; but he also gave it a form and an aspect which 
moved the masses of mankind. He made it turn a grave face of 
hope and prqmise towards the economic. world—the world of the 
recurring loom and the flying shuttle—in which the lives of so 
many milljons are spent. _He made it speak of a new liberty and a 
new equality. ... No wonder that such preaching told, or that the 
new apocalypse fell on willing ears.” 


OW, this estimate, and much else that its author Says, in criticism 

is, | submit a much more rational approach to Marx and his 

ideas than that of the Continental Jew-baiters. It is the antithesis 
of the silly abuse which is all that the German and other demagoges 
have to offer, and if its measured sentences were employed elsewhere 


Jews would be spared the unreasoning maledictions, and worse. 


which they are how enduring, Let me add, too, that lam not here 
discussing or expressing approval of the Marxian creed—its economic 
interpretation of history, its principle of the class war, or its théory 
of surplus values-—-though I make bold to say that anyone who 
declares that present arrangements are the last word in economic 
systems, must be either foolish or blind! 


T is worth whiile examining however, just how much validity 
there is in the connection which it is sought to establish 
between the Marxian creed and the Jewish origin of its creator, 
between Murx the Jew, and the new “ Bible” which he wrote. THe 
Times writer tells us that he was “born of Jewish stock, whose 
critical and fermenting genius (always pre-ocgupied, since the days 
of the prophets, with the problem of Righteousness) has so often 
troubled the waters of social life.’ There is, in this remark, an 
implication that Marx's intellectual make-up was a product of his 
Jewish birth. If that was the case, his theories, at any rate, owed 
nothing to Jewish teaching, for the great revolutionary was baptised 
at the age of six and could have imbibed little of Judaism before that 
tender age. He may have owed much of his intellectual acuteness to 


the long line of Rabbis from which he descended, but, if so, he is the 


‘only man of his type that I can recall who has also inherited revo- 


lution in the blood of the Rabbis—those outstanding men of peace. 
And, in any case, Marx was much more steeped in Hegelianism than in 
Judaism. Professor Sarolea, another commentator on the great 
Socialist, agrees with THe Trmes that Marx was a prophet, and even 
“a mighty genias,” but he was “a Hebrew prophet who has gone 
wrong,” and he “always retained the indelible stamp of his sacer. 
dotal ancestry.’ That is to say, “he was a narrow and intolerant 
fanatic, wholly and passionately absorbed in his faith "—a precious 
quality to attribute to the blood-influence of the tolerant men 


who said that “the righteous of all nations have their portion 
in the world to come”! 


Wee -RE most of the critics of Marx, however, seem to “ go 

wrong.” is in the assumption that he was the first 
warrior of the social struggle, and that the class war is a 
distinctive Jewish invention, whereas the struggle between the 
“ haves" and the “ have-nots” is as old as history itself. It was an 
early Roman orator and agitator who stirred the ‘passions of the 
Roman mob with the remark that the wild beasts had a den to lie 
down in, but the common people had no roof over their heads. 
The class war was proclaimed by John Ball, in the days of Wat Tyler, 
with the inflammatory rhyme: 


** When Adam delved, and Eve span, 
Who was then the gentleman ?’ 
In later times, an English official, Drummond, earned unpopularity 
by his reminder that property had its duties as well as its rights. 
It was Joseph Chamberlain, the British Imperialist, who invented 
the doctrine of “Ransom,” and was denounced by Lord Salisbury 
as Jack Cade. And, let me also recall, there was one, Jesus of 
Nazareth, who said that it was easier for a camel to go through 
the eve of a needle than for arich man to enter the Kingcom of 


God surely the most striking of the war-cries of the class 
struggle !

at all. If they produce discontent, then let us remember that 
discontent is Divine, and its alternative the rotting in social and 
intellectual stagnation. Without it, we should still be drowning 
demented old women as witches, hanging people for a paltry theft, 
or perishing wholesale of smallpox and the plague. The process of 
evolution is itself an expression of Divine discontent. . In its 
absence, we Should have remained at the Simian stage. 
the obscurantists and the stick-in-the-muds don't like 
fermenting genius.”

They gave Socrates the poison cup, and they 
burned Giordano Bruno at the stake! For myself, I rejoice in the 
activity-of thé Jewish mind, as our writer describes it. I not only 
rejoice, I marvel! Is it not a wonderful thing that the Jews, a 
small people, should, after thousands of years of fretful existence, 
give, in a short period, an Einstein, a Freud and a Bergson to enrich 
in large measure the thought of the modern world?

Sir ALEXANDER PRINCE, 


We have to announce the death, which occurred suddenly, on 
Tuesday, at the age of sixty-three, of Sir Alexander William Prince, 
K.B.E. The deceased was well-known during the War for his 
services in connection with Naval 
and Military Canteens and Insti- 
tutes. He was born at Canterbury, 
Kent, in 1870, and was the son 
of Mr. William Prince. He was 
educated at Dover and abroad and 
at the age of twenty-six, he entered 
the business of a wholesale pro- 
vision dealer and Naval and 
Military contractor, as a partner, 
He became Chairman of this con- 
cern in 1909. When the War 
broke out. he was appointed by the 
Army Council, Honorary Director, 
and in 1917, Controller of Exped. 
tionary Force Canteens on several 
of the important War fronts, 
having previously’ had consider- 
able experience in the reform of 
canteens and victually in the Navy. 
Ife was Deputy Chairman of he War Office Expeditionary Force 
Canteens Committees and a member of the War Office Advisory 
Coun*il on Army Contracts. We was knighted in 1916 and created 
K.B.E. in 1922 in recognition of his services during the War. In 
January, 1917, he was appointed Managing Director of the Navy and 
Army Canteen Board. This appointment he relinquished in 1919. 
In December, 1921, he accepted the invitation of the Army Council 
to be Honorary Adviser to the Quartermaster-General and to the 
Chairman of the Board of Management of the Navy, Army, and 
Air Force Institutes on matters connected with Army Institutes 
generally. 

The late Sir Alexander was. married, in 1897, to Edith, daughter 
of Mr. Isaac Jonas, of Edgbaston, and had two sons. He was, until 
last year, when he joined the Liberal Jewish Synagogue, a member 
of the Hampstead Synagogue, and was, for some years, & member 
of the Board of Management. 


Mrs. 8. GLUECK (Port Elizabeth). :

of Mrs. Sarah Glueck, a sister of the Polish-Jewish writer, M. Jacols 
Dinensohn, and a well-known Zionist and communal worker. Above 
all she gained fame as one of the heroines of the Boer War. When 
he war commenced, she was Postmistress at Lady Grey and she 
vas instrumental in preserving for the British forces a good set of 
telegraphic instruments every time the Boer forces invaded the 
town. On the approach of the Boers she always installed a set 
of instruments which they had once damaged and replaced 
them by working instruments.immediately they retired. At 
a later stage of the war, when the British temporarily evacuated 


Lady Grey, she became the Postmistress at Herschel, where she . 


installed an intelligence department with native runners for the 
British forces. Mrs. Glueck was mentioned in dispatches and a 


cheque was sent to her by Tur Torres for her services to the - 


British forces during the War. Lord Milner also promoted her 
after the Boer War td the position of Postmistress of Snrings, where 
she remained for about twenty years and did valuat.e work for the 
Jewish Community and the Zionist movement. When she retired 
on pension she visited Palestine and «iterwards settled in Port 
Elizabeth.

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The Music of the Pentateuch.

Dr. Rosowsky’s Researches. 

An important and far-reaching contribution to the develop. 
ment of Hebrew music, by the exploration and elucidation of the 
ancient sacred chants of the Bible, is being made by Dr. Salomo 
Rosowsky, Mus. Doc., LL.D., of 
the Palestine Institute for Musical 
Sciences who is at present in London 
(writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE repre- 
sentative). 


Not unlike Professor Einstein in 
appearance, Dr. Rosowsky who is in 
this country for the first time, was 


born in Riga, where his father was one 
of the mo;t famous cantors of his genera 
tion. He was originally intended for the 
Law and did, in fact, practise as a 
lawyer for four years in St. Petersburg. 
A passionate love for music, however, led 
him to enter what was at the time the 
. Bt. Petersb ‘rg Conservatoire, where his 
teachers were Liadov, Rimsky-Korsakoff 
and Glazounov. Atthe end of 1908, he 
estabi shed what later on became the 
famous St. Petersburg Society for Jew sh Music. In 1911 he was appointed 
Music Critic for THe DAY; and in 1918 he became the Music Director of 
the Jewish Arts Theatre in Petrograd, composing the music for two plays 
by Shalom Asch. He has also composed mach of the music for the 
Habima Theatre. In 1920 he returned to his native city, where he 
established the first important Jewish conservatoire of music, and headed 
this school for five years until he left Europe in 1925 for Palestine. 


Establishing Mailamm.” 

In Palestine, Pr. Rosow-ky establ shed classes for Chazanut, com- 
posed for all the theatres, and began his important researches into the 
music of the Pentateuch under the auspices partly of the Hebrew 
University of Jerusalem and partly of the recently established Palestine 
Institute for Mus cal Sciences, of which he is one of the Directors. Some 
time ago, Dr. Rosowsky went to America, wh nce he has just returned 
for the purpose of raising fands for the Institute, and while there he a so 
estabiished branches of ** Mailamm’’ whose name is derived from the 
Hebrew spelling of the Palestine Institute of Musical Scienc.1s. 

So far as Dr. Rosowsky's exp orations in the ancient scriptural 
chants of Israel! are concerned, his comprehensive knowledge of Bible 
history ad his great ability as a scholar have made it pos.ible for him to 
attain one of the outstanding ach'evements in musical research of recent 
years. The first volume of his work deals with the cant Hation.of the 
Pentateuch accordmg to the Ashkenazic (Polish-Lithuanian) tradition. 
This has called forth the admiration and suvport of Mr. Lazare 
Saminsky, the Masical Director of Temple Emanu-Fl, New York, the 
authority on everything appertaining to Hebrew Music. 

Development of the “ Silluk.” 

Very remarkable is Dr. Rosowsky’s method of analysing and systema 
tising that vast ocean of signs (graphemas), melodic fragments (phonemas), 
of separating pausal accents (mafsikim) ard of connecting trops 
(mesharetim) which form the traditional cantillation of the : ible. His 
method is that of bielogical research. Asa key to establishing the exact 
rhythmic tonal lines and measurement of the basic Biblical chants, Dr. 
Rosows <y has selected the musical cell that forms the cadence in each 
fragment of the cantillation, the Sil'uk. He then fo lows the development 
of the Sillak from its primitive nucleus, the monosylable, to words and 
melodic lines, with five and six syllables. 

Having analysed in the same way, musically and grammatically, all 
the twenty-six trops, that is all the basic chants and pausal accents of the 
B biical cantillation, and having surveyed ali the formidable musical and 
grammatical evidence, gathered by Jewish scholars and musicians, Dr. 
Rosows .y has arrived at a formulation of the laws that govern the 
chanting of the B ble. | . 


Helping Composers of Hebrew. Music. 

Dr. Rosowsky, speaking to me of the significance of hs work, 
said it was of the utmost importance to composers of Hebrew music “ who 
find in it concrete elements of ourancient Hebrew mu-ic.” It had been 
his endeavour to raise all that is at present uninteresting in the cantil- 
lations of the Synazogue to “a great msthetic height,” by his work 
on the rhythm and melocies of the Sabbath cantillations. He also 
strongly advocates the introduction of this system in Hebrew schools of 
all kinds and urges that teachers of the Bible should co-operate with 
teachers of singing in order to bring home to their pupils the eternal 
beauty of our eternal Book. 

He intends while in | ondon to enter upon the study of the Prophets 
and hopes that all interested will assist him in his undertaking which, at 
the moment, has come to a standstill owing to lack of fands. 

_ While in America Dr, Rosowsky lectured on “The Music of the 
Pentateuch ” at many Scientific Institutes and at the Columbia University 
in New York which, together with the Carnegie Foundation, is about to 
publish his work. 


Lecture to Jews’ College Union. 
ANALYTICAL METHOD AND SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH. 


Dr. Rosowsky delivered a lantern lecture on “The Music of the 
Pentateuch,” in the Rose Hertz Hall of the Jewish Communal 
Centre, on Saturday evening, under the auspices of the Jews’ College 
Union Society. 

Mr. LEw, who presided, welcomed Dr. Rosowsky, on behalf of the 
Union. 

In the cours? of his lecture, which was illustrated by a large number 


of lantern slides, Dr. Rosowsky said the Bible was not only a monument

Work for Child Guidance Clinic. 


SAVING CHILDREN FROM THEIR PARENTS. 


Judging by the number of people who attended the “ At Home” 
which was given by Mrs. Leon Rueff at her residence, 21, Palace 
Court, W., on Monday evening, there is every prospect of th's year's 
Flag Day to be held on Sunday, May ‘th, in aid of the East London 
Child Guidance Clinic, which has been recognised by the Senate 
of the London University as an approved Clinic, and in connection 
with which the function was held, proving a great success (writes 
a representative of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE). 


Mrs. Rueff, who has been Chairmas of this Flaq Day Committee for 
the past two years, hws this year bee: unable to accept the position, and it 
is to be under.akeu by Councillor Miss Miriam doses, J... who presikicd 
at the mecting. She had con-ented to accept the Chairm wesxhip of the 
Committee she said, because cf her knowledg » of the exccilent work that 
was b ing done by Dr. Ema wel Miller and his staff. She appealed to 
them t» help ber iu everv possible way to make the Flag Day as great a 
success as it had beeu last year. 

Addresses were del.vered by Mr. A. Harold Levy and Dr. Emanuel 
Miller. 

Mr. LEVY after giving reasons for the need of the existence of a 
sp cifically Jew sh Health Society, sad the r Clin coc was the first of its 
kind to be set up in th s country, and it was leading to the establishment 
of many clini son the ame model. Recently the senate of the Un versity 
of London recognised their Cl n ¢ as an approved institution in connection 
with the Di lomaia Psychology, and the Clinic for some years had been 


_ takin: an active part in the training of students of the London School of 


Eco omics. A,.though the Clinic depeuded on the honorary services of ts 
medical and p-ycho ogical staff and received consid ‘ra le a:«sista ce from 
v luutary social workers, the expenses had greatly increa-ed since t was 
first opened. The number of cases wa: increasing, and it hid been 
necessary to augment the staff and extend the faci itie« in «rder to deal 
micquately wi bh there cases. Then there was the scientific side. While 
the .main aim was treatment, the work was new; and, to eneure 
progress, everything mut be constantlv r viewed in the light of the 
experience gained and methods altered accordingly. There was also tho 
teaching not only of students, but for their own require:nents. It was 
necessary to train their pers nnel ant ths also took much time. He did 
not wish to exaygerate te financial d ficulties of the Organisatio:, but at 
the moment they were without any funds whatsoever, and they w re 
appeal'ng to them to help them to keep things going until they got on 
their feet ‘gain.

Lady NATHAN drew par icular attention to the last paragraph 
of the Report which spoke of the finances of the Union being a source 
of great anxiety to the Treasurer. In consequence of the continued 
economic depression, says the report, it had not been considered 
expedient to make a public appeal for general funds, and the 
financial year closed with a deficit of £70. This deficit, if not made 
good, would seriously curtail the wo-k in the coming year. Mrs. 
Laurie Rosenfeld, the Treasurer, announced that she had received 
a donation of £5 towards the wiping out of this deficit. .

Dr. N. 8. Lucas, the President of the Board, who presided, said that 
he was ha ing considerable difficulty iv ra sing movey, without which 
the Board could not ccn»ave. Lf any present knew of friends who f ‘It 
thit they would like to contribute to wh tt was one of the most impo: tant 
things in the Jewish Communi y—Jewish educat on—he earne tly hoped 
that they would ask them to remmembr that every little h: Iped, even it 
were only a shiiliog. Mr. Morris, their Education Officer. had just told 
him that three years ago, they had only one Senior chool. Now they 
had five sets of Senior Ciasses and the Jewish Higher Educational Centro 
as well. Dr. | ucas em»hasis d the imp :rtance of a knowledge of relivion, 
and said that they might find when they grew a little older that there 
were cértain set« of smart young people who re‘arded a knowlege of 
reiigion as astiquated. Whether they met those people at Eton or at the 
dog races at Harringay, it was up to every one of them to prove to the 
modera you g English Jew and Jewess that rel gion was not ant quated, 
and that it was not neces ary to be noisy and showy in order tu be better 
than one’s ne giibour.

\ iss NETTIE ADLER said that she knew the tremendous amount of

The late Mrs. Kreine Woolfson was the mother of M~. Wilson. Tho 
Conse ration Serv ce was con ucted by the Mi.ister of the Cricklewood 
Synagogue, Rabbi L. Rabinowitz, assisted by the Rev. A. Shechter, 
Reader of the Synagogue. 

Rabbi Rabivowitz recalled the fact that when he went to Crickle. 
wood he fouad t at a fe ling of personal gref and sorrow had taken 
posses-ion of the Jewish Community in the district by the unexpected 
Subsequently he 
got to know the reason for this gref, and it confirmed him in the view ho 
had often expr: ssed that it was the good that a ma» did which lived 
after him. The outstanding character stic«f the late Mr, Wilson’was his 
charitable, benmevoleut and heart." He was a man who 
gave liberally not only of his material means, but of his spiritual means 
as well, 

Mr. Rueff, the Treasurer of the Hospital, who apologsed for the 


unavoidable ab enc: of Dr. Goodman Levy, Chairman of the Council, in 


acknowledging the gift, said how thankful they had always been for the 
interest whic : the fam ly had taken in the Hospital. ‘The gift was a very 
opportune one, coming as it did at a time when they were making an 


_ appeal in order to wipe off their deticit. 


Mr. Is dore Aarons said that no more fitting memorial could have 
been raised to the memory of Mr. Wilson. It was particularly gratifying 
to him that one of the tablets had been unveiled in the Freemasous’ 
Ward. They had dedicated two beds to the memory of a lady and 
ge tleman who had done considerable work for the Community, Mr. 
Aarons apoealed for more annual subscribers. 

Mr. Woolfson, one of the brothers of the late Mr. Wilson, replied o 
behalf of Mrs. Wilson. 


Agudas Israel. 


A meeting of the Executive of the Agudas Israel was held last week 
with Mr. H. A. Goodman in the Chair, He reported on recent activities 
of the London Agudist group, and said that at the request of the World 
Executive the Iraq Ministry m London had been approached concerning 
the aliegation that Jewish students would be compelled to attend schools 
on the Sabbath. The Ministry had given the definite assurance that tho 
a'legation was unfounded. A deputation had also waited on the Persian 
Ministry in connec ion with the situation of the Jews in Persia, and 
distinguished members of the Persian Jewish Community in Palestine 
were being consulted in connection with that matter. The Chairman 
explained recent developments in Poland, and the debates at the Board 
of Deputies. He deprecated irresponsible attacks upon the Polish Govern- 
ment which would inevitably tend to aggravate an already difficult 
situation. Rabbi Frenkel-Thumim reported on the work of the Beth 
Jacob which was showing satisfactory progress, almost one hundred girls 
being inscribed on the rolls. I was decided to re-orgahise the North 
London branch under the auspices of Rabbis Dr. Munk and Dr. EF. 


-Kirgoer. -Rabbi Cymmerman reported that the Agudas Harabonim had 


met on several occasions, and had discussed important Rabbinical and 
educational questions.

Jewish Board of Guardians. 


[From our Correspondent.| 


Strong emphasis was laid by both Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., and 
Mr. Neville Finburgh, on the imperative need for more support for 
the Jewish Board of Guardians, especially by the younger married 
members of the Jewish Community, at the Annual Meeting of sub- 
scribers held last Sunday, at Frankenburg House, Cheetham Hill 
Road. Mr. Laski, in his Presidential Address, included in his 
_Strictures also a number of Jewish clergymen. 

Before the Annual Report was presented a vote of condolence 
was moved with the families of the late Mrs. Morris Wise, Mr. and 
Mrs. David Henriques, Mr. L. Letter, Mrs. Isaacs and Mr. Morris 
Laski. 

Mr. NATHAN LASKI said the economic crisis had hit Manchester 
‘Jewish people very badly, as many of them were engaged in the 
business which had suffeted most by the prevailing conditions. A 
distressing fact was that many former staunch supporters of the 
Board now had to come to them forsupport. He repeated the com. 
plaint against the Jewish Community that he had made last year. 
Though subscriptions had increased the position would have been 
far worse but for the help received from the Public Assistance Com- 
mittees of Manchester and Salford; and, to the disgrace of the 
Jewish Community, the Board might have had to close its doors. 
He was afraid, even now, that the acute position of the Board would 
compel a further appeal for larger grants from both Corporations. 
Another melancholy fact was that many Jewish workpeople had to 
come to the Board for help much sooner than in former days. “ We 
do not,” proceeded Mr. Laski, “as a Community make the sacrifices 
we might. There are many weddings, engagements and such like 
affairs among the wealthier Jewish classes in which, he thought, 
more happiness would be brought to the young people concerned if 
the money spent on flowers, chocolates, etc., were given instead to 
the Board, with the added happiness it would bring to the poor.” 
Again, tlie Jewish Ministers must be mentioned, though with no 
spirit of antagonism_to them. His appeal last year for their support 
had been heard by some. he was glad to say, but still there were 
many standing out, and for the sake of those whom they guided 
spiritually they should avoid the finger of scorn being pointed at 
them. Since his complaint on the score of visiting by the clergy, 
there had been a marked improvement, but still the Baguley Sana. 
torium was much neglected in. that respect—an institution which 
perhaps more than others needed their spiritual help. Mr. Laski 
praised the efforts of the young people of the Aid Societies, espe -ially 


Higher Crumpsall and Oxford Road. He mentioned also with - 


gratitude the sympathetic attitude of the rating authorities to any 
case in which the Board had intervened. 
The Situation in Germany. 

Referring to the position of the Jews in Germany, Mr. Laski 
said he thought it was the business of every Jewish public mecting 
to enter a strong protest against a civilis d nation that had always 
prided itself on its culture being guilty of atrocities much 
worse than in the pogrom days of Russia. The anti-Jewish actions 
reported from Germany were a disgrace to that country. “We are 
living in terrible times,’ he said. “ In former days every country in 
Europe would have held protest meetings for these things to stop, 
but now ‘Nationalism’ has run wild. We are gratified that the 
newspapers in this country have condemned the atrocities, and while 
we are thankful to the English people for the great freedom they 
grant us, we do claim that we are an asset to any coyutry we are 
embodied in, and it is an historical fact that wherever a country has 
ill-treated us that country has suffered, and nations have disappeared 
from the pages of history wherever Jews have been persecuted. I 
venture to say that the day is not far distant when the German 
people will be sorry that they started this movement against the 


Jews of that country.” 


Mr. NEVILLE FINBURGH presented the Accounts. Applications 


- made to the Board during the year, he said, had increased by 871, 


while the amount distributed in relief, at £7,683, was higher by 
£1,726. ‘The total number of cases relieved was 3,417. An increase 
of 280 new subscribers was counterbalanced by deaths among big 
donors, but they had been helped by the grant of £2,000 from the 
Manchester Corporation and a special grant of £500 from the Salford 
Corporation, in addition to the annual £300, The Yom Kippur 
appeal to the Synagogues had brought in £350 to date. There was a 
balance of £2,755 owing to the bank. On the basis of the last three 
months, they estimated an expenditure of £10,400 this year, with 
estimated income £6,150—a deficit of £4,250. Mr. Finburgh 
appealed for greater support for the Board. They were making a 
directory of the people who did not subscribe, and already in two 
districts alone they had a list of over 300 families who vave nothing. 
Special tributes were paid to the work of Mr. I. Ephraim, the 
Clerk, and Mr. A. Lisbona, Hon. Secretary. : 
Alderman S. FINBURGH supported the adoption of the Report 
and Accounts, and added a protest against the outrages in Germany. 
: After Miss Henriques and Messrs. H. Leon and Boltiansky had 
spoken, the Report and Accounts were adopted. Mr. Nathan Laski 
referred to the opposition from one source, on the question of poultry, 
to the Shechita Board, and urged the Community to support the 
Board against that opposition, first, in order to uphold the authority 
of the Beth Din, and secondly, because without. the Community's 
help, the Shechita Board could not make its usual large charitable 
grants to the Guardians. see | 
Mr. R. BArrow-SICREE, in moving a vote of thanks to the Hon. 
Officers, said he.intended to recommend a special grant of £350 from 
the Shechita Board. Mrs. Nathan Laski praised the work the ladies 
were doing for the Guardians.

The Beth Din and Sabbath Observance. - 


A report having gained currency that there was a movement on 
foot among Jewish shopkeepers in the Strangeways district, where 
there is a big Jewish populat-on, to close on Saturdays and also by 
reason of the fact that 95 per cent. of the Jewish businesses in 
Cheetham Hill already close on the Sabbath, as against a very much 
smaller number in Strangeways, the Beth Din took the opport unity 
of calling a meeting on Sunday at the Shechita Board Rooms, of all 
Jewish shopkeepers in the Strangeways ‘district to discuss the 
question of Sabbath closing. Rabbi L J. Yoffey. who presided, 
explained the meaning of the Sabbath to the Jewish people. A new 
spirit was becoming apparent among our people, he said, and they 
were rising from their lethargy and returning ‘to Judaism. There- 
fore he welcomed that gathering, and expressed the hope that they 
would stipport the Beth Din in its sacred task and refrain from 
opening their businesses on the Sabbath. Messrs. M. Acker, P. 
Gordon, A. Goldberg, G. Haffner and R. Meltzer took part in a 
discussion. The following résolutions were adopted : 

“That there should be a personal canvass of shopk epers by two prominent 
members of the Community, preferably members of the Beth Din, who should 
use their influence with the shopkeepers to further the cause of Sabbath closing, 


and that the-shuopkeepers be asked to sign a written pledge to close on the 
Nabbith.”’ 


“That a public meeting be called of all the shopkeepers with the express 
purpose of infla-ncing them to keep their businesses closed on the Sabbath.”’ 

Rabbi Yorrey added that though many might keep their shops 
«en because of fear of competition, still, if they would all agree, 
that fear would be overcome and the Sabba'h would be kept sacred,

THE LORD TRIBUTE, 
[From our Correspondent. | 


The LorpD Mayor presided at the Annual Meeting of the Board. 
held at the Jewish Institute on Sunday.: He said that it was 
difficult for him to exp-ess in words the plea ure and honour 
which it afforded him to preside over a gathering of Jewish people 
who were famous for such wonderfully philanthropic activities as 
those comprised in the Jewish Board of Guardians. In moving the 
adoption of the Report and Bilance-sheet, he said he was impressed 


by the d-ep sense of obligation which the Jews showed towards the | 


relief of their own’‘poor. He could assure them t..at their non-Jewish 
fellow-citizens in Leeds were extremely appreciative of, as well as 
grateful to, the Jews for relieving the city of a large financial burden 
in so far asthe poor were concerned. Adverting to the grant made by 
the Public As<istance Committee to the Board, he said that, in his 
opinion, it ought to be increased. What he admired mostly was the 
work done by the Victor Lightman Loan Fund. He was pleased to see 
that borrowers repaid their loans so honourably and trusted that the 
Loan Fund would continue to function successfully for many years 
to come. The Lord Mayor, in conclusion, said that he felt that his 
preseuce in their midst that afternoon should be regarded by the 
Jewish people of Leeds as a token of the encouragement which they 
deserved from the city general'y, in view of the exemplary spirit 
which they were evincing towards their distressed co-religionists. 

The Treasurer (Mr. STANLEY LIGHTMAN) said that notwith- 
standing the bad times, the subscrip ions and donations had only. 
shown diminution of the small sum of £100 this year. That fact 
convinced him that the Community was consistent and generous in 
supporting the poor. Mr. Lightman said he hoped the Lord Mayor 
would continue to think there was such a thing asa real Jewish 
brotherhood, which was exemplified in the conscientiousness with 
which they rallied to the cause of the distressed and afflicted. 

Alderman H, Morris, J.P., after paying a tribute to the Lord 
Mayor, read a letter which he had received from Alderman G. W. 
Mar in (Chairman of the Leeds Public Assistance Committee). 
Alderman Martin, after expressing his appreciation of the work 
done by the Board, wrote: 


‘Lam only sorry that the Conncil did not support the arrangement which 
Alderma : Morris and I came to f.r your Committee to undertuke, on behalf of 
the city, the relief of the destitute Jews. It isa pity, and I am ce: tainly very 
disappointed. I only withd ew the resolution as I was not going to have the 
Council begin a re igio.s controversy. I trope some tim: in the near-future a 
scneme sim.lir to that adopted in Manchester will commend itself to the City 


of Leeds.”’ 

Alderman Morris referred to the scheme which had been pro- 
visionally arranged so as to prevent any members of the Jewish 
Community going for relief to the Public Assistance Committee. 
In r.turn for a grant from that Committee, the Board. would 
have undertaken to relieve all destitute Jews of the city. 


Unfortunately, the scheme did not mature. Alderman Morris’ 


said he had found that there existed in the City of Leeds, 
far more anti-Semitic feeling than he had ever imagined to be the 
case. He had discovered that members of the Leeds City Council 
had sad that they were not going to provide money for Jewish 
people to set up in business. That, said Aldermin Morris, was 
anything but a correct view to take. Was it not better for people to bo 
enabled to earn a livelihood by means of philanthropic assi-tance, 
than merely allowing’ them to drift along and continue to receive 
charitable relief? The latter was the Jewish view, and he thought 
it was the proper attitude for all men to take. Alderman Morris 
emphasised the force of this argument by stating that the Loan 
Fund in connection with the Board, lent out free of interest; 


approximately £10,000 during the year, which had practically all 
been repaid. 1

A JEWISH GUIDE-BOOK. 


Reviewed by CECIL ROTH. 

For some years past, my friends and others have been pestering 
me to write a guide-book to the Jew ish antiquities of the Continent. 
They may save their breath in future, and invest their money ip 
Marvin Lowenthal's sprightly, scholarly and (within its limits) 
exhaustive volume, which fills this function, in an admirable fashion, 
fer Europe and Northern Africa. The author has had the fngenious 
idea of writing his handbook in the form of an introduction to 
Jewish history, illustrated by the antiquities and monuments and 
museums of the countries in question; and a host of plates make it 
possible for the student to follow the journey, luxurious!y and 
expensively, fvom his armchair. 7 

Everybody knows of the exquisite Synagogues of Toledo. But 

fewer persons have heard of those of Padua or of Ljuboml, hardly 
inferior to the former in interest and in beauty: while the picturesque 
old cemetery of Conegliano can haye had its dust disturbed hy few 
American tourists. Even: English readers will be grateful for a 
summary suide to the objects of Jewish interest in the Brittsh 
Museum and in South Kensington; and, when more peaceful times 
return, Mr. Lowenthal's book is certain to be a familjar sight on the 
steamers which puff up and down the Rhine. 
Not, of course, that the volume is entirely free from errors and 
omissions; that would be too much to expect in a pioneering work of 
this sort. The ruined Synagogue of Monchique, outside the walls 
of Oporto, a pearl of beauty, is overlooked ; that of Rovigo—where one 
of the most lovely Hebrew MSS. in existence may be admired—is now 
destroyed; the rites practised in the ancient houses of worship of 
Ferrara are strangely confused. There is said to be a second Syna- 
yozue in a private house in Cordova.) The old Palace of the 
Inquisition in Evora is now an hotel. \Simon Palache of p. 159 is 
ilentical with Samuel Palache of p. 200. Moses van Mordecai Senior 
is a Strange name for a Sephardic Jew, though intelligible enough in 
the original Dutch. All the best authorities spell Ronda (itself, 
by the way, said to harbour a ruined eseucla) with a final “a” ; 
and the Synagogues of Cento, Sermide and especially Fosasano (with 
its window made by,an enemy shell, which burst providentially in 
the face of an invading mob), assuredly deserve a note. It is a pity, 
too, that the work was apparently written too early to make even 
cursory mention of the Jewish Museum in London, which easily 
rivals, for magnificence and general interest, the Strauss collection 
at the Cluny in Paris. However, in a work which ranges over two 
egatinents, nearly thirty countries and thirty centuries, some details 
must inevitably be open to criticism; and it is the greatest compli- 
mont to the thoroughness of Mr. Lowenthal’s work that they are 
so few.

Notes on Books and Authors. 


The 5EPHER SHAASHUIM, by Joseph b. Mcir ibn Zabara, was writicn 
iu Spain in the twelfth century; it was first printed in Constantinople in 
1577; it was rediscovered by Israel Davidson in 1914; and it was given 
the familiar ami very apt English title “THe Book or DELIGHT,” 
by the iate Israel Abrahams. The English translation of the whole 
work has now boen issued by Moses Hadas, one of the most accomp'ished 
and versatile of the younger American Jewish scholars. (THE BooK oF 
DELIGHT, by Joseph b. Meir Zabara, translated by Moses Hadas ; Columbia 
University Press, 3 dols. 25 cents., Oxford University Press, 2723.) The

translation (specimens of which have appeared in the Monorah Journal) 
is executed with an admirable Elizabethan flavour—the rhymed prose 
into prose, and the verse into rhyme, a trifle inclined towards doggere!. 
A lengthy introduction by Merriam Sherwood deals with the place of the 
work in L.terature. A graphic sketch of the cnvironment is followed by a 
consideration of how far these fifteen stories, illustrating the wit, science, 
and literary resources of medieval Spanish Jewish Society, were known 
to the literatare of Westera Europe. The important fact is that this 
Barcelona Jew of 800 years ago was in close touch with contemporary 
intelectual currents—Arabic as well as Christian. The work appears as 
Volume 16, of the Columbia University Records of Civilisation—an out- 
standing instance of the “ emancipation ” of Jewish literature. The seat 
of learning responsible deserves every congratulation upon its academic 
broadminJwedness, 


One can never have too many local Jewish histories, which form the 
raw material upon which stadies with a larger scope must be based. 
iinfortunately, the majority of the C »mmunities of the Levant have, thus 
far, lacked their historian. A special welcome is therefore due to a hew, 
amply illustrated work on the Comniunity of Alexandria by VM. Bension 
Taragan, a professor in the local Jewish schools. (Les Communauté « 
Israclites D’Alexrandrie. Aperen Historique, Depuia tes temps des 
Plolemces jusqu'a nos jours. Les Editions Juivesa d'Eqypte. Price Pt. 15). 
The work breaks no fresh ground as far as the ancient period is concerned: 
but, with regard to the post-medieval age and to modern conditions, its 
iuterest is very considerable. It is to be hoped that the example set by 
this modest monograph will be followed and that the local savants wil! 
supply us with further material for the history of the other great Com 
munities of Egypt and of the country as a whole. 


The Shorter Oxford Dictionary, which the Oxford University Press 
has just published, is likely to remain for many years the standar(| 
dictionary of the English language for those to whom the Oxford Dictionary 
itselfis inaccessible. The words of Hebra'c interest which it contains may 
thus be considered a semi-definitive Anglo-Jew.sh vocabulary. ‘There ar. 
ontries of cxceptional length and interest-—some ofthem indeed, complet« 
dissertations in themselves-—s.r. Jew, Synagogue, Rabbi, Cabbala, etc. 
“Kosher,” one is interested to learn, dates in polite usage from 1951, as also 
does ‘‘trefa” : though the latter, as a matter of fact, is met with in medieval! 
Anglo-Latin. One or two of the entries are .not quite beyond criticism 
A “ phylactery ” (if one may use the term) is not simply “a small leathern 
box containing various scriptural texts,’’ but comprises the straps also; it 
is to the Jatter, presumably, that Matthew's allusion to “ making broa:l 
their phylacteries” is to be applied, The ctymology of Ghetto from 
Rorghetlo (“a little burgh”) is now discredited, and there can be no doub: 
that it derives from the Venetian term for an iron foundry. Yiddish is no! 
spoken by all Jews in Europe and America. Yid is notexclusively American 
‘lang: and in the East End, Yiddish«r does no’ signify exclusively o 
Yiddish-speaking Jew. A word one misses is the verb “to porge ” which. 
on the one hand, is distinctively Anglo-Jowish, and on the other, is 
certainly not colloquial. As a matter of fact, one wonders whether the 
Jewish terms in general usc, which have grown up during the three 
centuries of continuous Jewish settlement in this country, do not con 
stitnte a dialectical vocabulary as integral in its way as, and more widely 
spread than, Yorkshire or Somerset. Quite apart from such terms, anf: 
Semitism and Marrano assuredly deserve a place. Among the authoritics 
cited in the Bibliography is Israel Zangwill, though the allusions him do 
not loom large in the 7,500 columns of which this magnificent, indis 
pensable work is composed,

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Way,” has become a household word among teachers. The play-way does 
not ase diversion and amusement for serious work. Rather is it a 
recoznition of the fact that to the child play is the most serious thing 
in life. The prominence of play methods is a marxed characteristic of 
the New Educwvion. The piipils’ self-activity is now u iversally recognised 
to be the most valuable factor in the process of Edneation 

Tbe attitude of Jewish Education to these. modern methods differs 
considerably from country to country. In Palestine, Poland and Lithuan a, 
where the Jewish School aims at giving the child a general education 
through the medium of tiebrew, self-activity methods have spread rapidly. 
But ia Western Europe and America these methods have made but little 
impression on the work of Jewish education. The reason for this is not 
far to seek. In the Western countries, England for example, the curri 
culum of the Hebrew School is confined to a limited number of “ inspira 
tional” subjects: Sacred Literature, Religion and Histo y. And these 
are precisely the subjects in wh ch the teacher cannot relegate his duties 
to others, and where his own skill, knowledge and enthusiasm are all 
im portant 

Nevertheléss, some attempts to introduce the newer methods have 
been made. The most notable of these is the Children’s Service— 
essentially a play-way of teaching. But tentative efforts to introduce 
games have not succe. ded in changing the fundamental methods. 

“The Proverbs of Solomon” is frankly intended to be a game and is 
more suitable for the home than for the classroom. But there are some 
features in it which deserve the notice of the Jewish teacher. 

The author has conceived the happy idea of utilising the peculiar 
structure of the biblical sentence with its various forms of parallelism. 
(it is rewarkable what little use is made of.this peculiarity of Hebrew, 
even in our advanced schools). The game itselfis simple. There are 48 
cars, consisting of two sets of 24, printed in red and blue respectively. 
‘The “ reds" contain the first halves of 24 couplets selected from the Book 
of Proverbs ; the “ biues'’ contaim the corresp »nding second halves The 
cards are divided amongst the players each of whom in turn reads out one 
and then tries to find its companion from among the cards of the other 
players. The player who first succeeds in completing all his couplets is 
the “ winner.” Several variations can easily be introduced, 

The selection of the ver-es is on the whole satisfactory. although some 
are pointiess; and there are a number of well-known prov rbs the omission 
of which i is di ifjeult to jus ify even from sucha restricted collection. The 
fame would have gained greatly in educational value by the inclusion, for 
instance, of chap. 38, verse 28; 15, 1; 16, 832; 19, 17; and 17, 28. 

The cards are brightly coloure land clearly printed. The first word 
on each card is in large type and every letter in it is specially designed to 
illustrate the subject matter of the particular couplet it begins. 

English and German-translations are given of each verse, the Jowish 
Publication Society version being used for the English.

Under the 
leadership of International Commissioner tiubert C. Martin, C.B.E., the 
scouts and cubs renewed their promise. A tea and “ social” foliowed the 
service in the Adier Hall.

ANNUAL MEETING. 

Dr. CLAUDE MonTEFIORE, the President, presided on Sunday 
afternoon at the Annual Meeting of the Liberal Jewish Synagogue, 
which wes held at 28, St. John’s Wood Road, N.W. 

The Annual! Report, whic 1 was moved by Dr. MONTEFIORE and 
seconded by Mr. Horace 8S. MYéR, states, tnter alia: 

Like the vast majority of institutions and activities our Synagogue 
has suffered dur ng the year 1932 from the continuance of the economic 
depre<sion. During the five years vefore the depression be an, the Coua- 
grea ion had an average of 75 new members a year. lu the p wt two 
years the number of new memb'rs has pot quite balanced the losses 
throu. h death and enfoi ced resi nations, The usual act vities have been 
coutinued without any marked variations. ‘The Sabba h Services through- 
out the year, the Sunday Services during the winter months, and the 
Services on the Holy Days and Festivals were attended by cong: exations 
of about the same sfves as last year. At times th re seemed to 
be a sight fall nyg-off at the Sunday Services, but that may have 
been due to acci’ental causes—uniess something has to 
ascribed to a general tendency toward spiritual lethargy The 
Religion Classes have about the same enrol:nent as last year including 
@ large propo tion of the chil tren in the Congregation botween the aies of 
sev n and sixteen, though not all. In December the young people 
introduced a series of monthl. Services, arranged and conducted by thern.- 
selves under the | adership of Mr. Edgar. ‘These Services ae in many 
ways unlike the regular Services in the Synagogue. Thongh they are held 
at the difficult time of 8.15 on Saturday mornings, thesu port they have 
r ceived so far indicates that they mav come to have an imp >riant 
significance. In the Synagogue’ Services them-cives two denartu es have 
been instituted. Once a month the Sabbath Service is made somewhat 
informal in character, with the aim of <ti:nulating th: interest of chil tren 
in public worship. The Service is preccded by an add ess for ch idren and 
followed by o e for grown-ups. Itis not yet poxs ble to judge the valne 
of this arrangemeut. For some of the regular Congregati on, ' he informality 
of the Serv ce is a cause for objection. On the other hand, othe s find 
ithelpfal. But the final judgment on these Servic~s will have to be hased 
on their significauce for the children. 


Club for Unemployed. 


In December the Council gave permission to a Committee cf young men 
and women of our Synavog e for the use of a room for an Unem ‘loyed 


Club wh ch they proposed to institute in c»-operation with a Co nmittec: 


fromthe Paris: Chur h. The Clab was instit ‘ted on Dec mbecr 5th, and 
is open from 10—5 daily from Monday to Friday. The fands necessary 
for its maintenance are collected by the Committee of which Mr. Ed ‘ar 
is Chairman, ard representatives of the Women’s Society particinate in its 
work. ‘These items, with the report of the United Charities Fund, show 
the d rect Social Ser ice which the Synagogue as a whole is performi g for 
the Jew .sh and gener | comm mites. Among them the United ties 
Fund is the largest Synagogue social activity. There is also the share 
which our synagogue takes inthe Bernhard Baron St: George’s Jowish 
Settlement. Some of our members take an active part in its work, and 
many of them a partin other social activities, Jewish and civic. It is 
probibly true t> say that thre is not a Jewish Society existing which has 
not one or more of our member: interest od in it. 


Dr. MONTEFIORE described the report as a very interesting and 
stimulating one. In connection with the services conducted by Mr. 


Edgar, he said that although to some of the older people who shrank | 


from an’ thing new the liturgy might seem strange, one onght not 
to grumble at the strangeness of this new form of service when one 
reflected on how exceedingly strange their own liturgy, which had 
now become familiar to them on Saturday morning;, would have 
seemed to their great-gran Iparents or even grandparents. For his 
part he wished God-speed to these services so far as they we oe 
helpful to their young people. Dr. Montefiore paid tribute to the 
work of Mr. Edg r in connection with the Unemployed Club and 
said that the work which was being done in this direction seemed 
io him of great value and they were all glad that their synagogue 
should have been allowed to have the opportunity of doing it. 
(Applause.) Dr. Montefiore, referring to the St. George's Settle- 
ment, said it was undoubtedly a unique thing in their general com- 
munal life and he did not believe there was anything exactly like 
it in any other Jewish community in the world; both the Liberal 
Jewish Synagogue and the Upper Berkeley Street Synagogue could 
be proud that the Settlement was being run under their auspices. 
Dr. Montefiore spoke of the support which they gave to the Jewish 
Religious Union and the World Union, and said that their con- 
tribution to the Jewish Religions Union of £300 a year was as much 
as they coukl afford at the present time. Referring in terms of 
regret to the departure of Rabbi Starrels, the Minister of the West 
Central Congregation, Dr. Montetiore said he was sure he would take 
back with him the good wishes of all of them. 
After a discussion, the Report was carried, 
On the motion of the Hon. Lity H. Montaau, seconded by Mr. 
Hi. J. Copurn, Dr. Montefiore was re-elected President. ; 
The following five members of the Council were elected: Mr. 
Isidore B. Davidson, Mr. Arthur 8. Joseph, Miss Marjorie H. Moos, 
Mr. Horace 8. Myer and Mr. Leon Rees. 
Proposition of Mr, MICHAEL A. GREEN, Mr. Ernest James 
re-elected Auditor, after which the following amendment to the 


Constitution was carried, on the motion of Mr. Louis H, GLUCKSTEI, 
by Mr. L. B. Davrpson : 
-he Council shall beat liberty to elec as junior members of the 
Synagogue, persons under the age of Sonne wn a being children of 
members, or those who have be»n confirmed in the Synagogue, on such 
terms as the Council shall from time to time decide ; bat javior members 
shall have no right to vote, and they shall cease to be junior members 
on attaining the age of twenty-five years.

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NOTES ON THE SIDRA. 


Sabbath "TIDE Sap, Exodus xxxv., 1, to end of the Book, 


XXXVIL.,8 “Ten curta'ns.” Some commentators read a 
significance into the namber of the curtains required for the 
Tabernacle. especially as it corresponds with the number of the 
clauses in the Decalogue. Kalisch remarks: “The ten curtains of 
the habitation denote its perfection and unity; they are, | ke tie 
Decalo.zue, divide into two halves; but they are againso combined 
that tue Tabernacle may be one whole " (see xxvi., 6). 

“Fine twined linen.” This either means linen of exceptional 
fineness, or linen woven with blue, purple and scarlet threads so as 
to form the design of the cherubim. But since the nether-garments 
of the priests are also described as of “fine twined linen” (xxxix., 
23), the former view is the more acceptable. The curtains had to 
be made of the finest linen and upon them the figures of cherubim 
were worked in coloured threads. ; 

“ Cherubim.” Insufficient information is provided by the Bible 
to enable us to be quite certain what the cherubim were like. 
Jose yhus (Antiq. IIL, vi., §) says: “They are flying creatures, but 
their form is not like that of any o* the creatures which men have 
seen, though Moses said he had seen such beings near the throne 
of God.” Tais accountis not helpful. In the first chapter of Ezekie', 
we have an elaborate description of the che ubim which the prophet 
beheld in a vision. -They were composite creatares, each possessing 
four faces; but in the Tabernacle the cherub probab y had only one 
face. The Ribbis connected the word with the Aramac N°S" 
“ boy.” Although the derivation is untenable, there s much to be said 
for I n Ezra’s theory that the images had human form plus wings. 

While it is futile to conjecture about the exact shap:* of the 
cherubim, it is more important to try and determine their s gnifi- 
cance. They are first mentioned as Divine agents barring the 
entrance to the Garden of Elen (Genesis ili., 24), and are represented 
as guardia 1 angels in Ezekiel xxxviil., 14. In the poetical literature 
of the Bible, God is depicted as riding upon them (Psalm xviii., 11) 
and sitting upon them (ixxx., 2). The wings with wh ch the cherubim 
are furnish°d symbolise their ability to descend from the presence of 
God to the habitation of man on earth. Conse ;uently, it is generally 
agreed that they were a concrete representation of the idea that, 
although God dwells far away from human : eings. yet He ts in direct 
association with them. The cherubim accordingly stood for the doc. 
trine of the essential nearness of God, as it was one of the purposes of 
the Sanctuary to keep before the mind of the Israelite people that He 
dwelt in their midst. Since the figures of the cherubim were placed 
in the Holy of Holies, they would only be seen by the High Priest; 
consequently, their reproduction on the curtains would hive tho 
object of reminding the priests generally of the sanctity of the 
Tabernacle and impressing them with the sacred character of their 
duties. 

“ Work of the skilful workman.” Besides “ work of the skilful 
workman” (AZM) which is used here, we a'so find the technical 
terms, “ work of the embroiderer”’ (OP xxvi., 86) and “ work of the 
weaver ” (TW xxviii., 82). The exact difference between them is not 
certain. The first seems to indicate work. requiring exceptional 
skill. According to tradition, in this class of work the design was 
visible on both sides of the material, whereas in weaving and 
embroidery work it appeared on one side only. ° 

Verse 11. “Loops of blue.” The colour naturally recalls the 
command of Numbers xv., 38, “ That they put with the fringe of 
each corner a th-ead of biue.” Farbridgs explains: “B ue, 
representing the colour of an unclouded sky, symbolised revela- 
tion” (Exodus xxiv., 10). In Biblical symbolism there is associated 
with the colour the idea of the blue sky, and with the blue sky the 
idea of the Godhead coming forth from its mysterious dwelling in 
the unseen world, and graciously condescending to the creature. 
Delitzsch has shown that in various paris of the world blue is 
regarded as symbolising loyalty and truth. In India, a loyal man is 


decribed as “ unchangeable as the Indigo flower.” (“Biblical and — 
\ Semitic Symbolism,” p. 278). 


In Ecclesiasticus vi., 30, it is said of 
wisdom: “ There is a golden ornament upon her, and her bands are 
ariband of blue.” 

Verse 13.. “So the Tabernacle was one.” Although fitted 
together from planks and curtains which had themselves to be 
pieced together, the completed building formed a unity. Here was 
a clear object lesson to the nation... They were const tuted of twe vo 
different tribes ; but the tribes must be united so that the Community 
shall be one corporate entity,

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 


No. 698.— Anti-Semitism—-The Rake's Progress. 
My DEAR Cousin, 

“ Anti-Semitism is a chronic aspect of Christian history.” So I 
read the other day in a book of Essays by a Jewish writer in the 
United States. Can we gainsay the thesis? It is one of the major 
contradictions of European civilisation that the religion which 
prides itself on being the religion of love, should have practised the 
peculiar form of hate expressed in anti-Semitism. The hate has 
ulways been in accord with the spirit of each epoch. 

In the Middle Ages, called by- visionaries the Ages of Faith, 
anti-Semitism was religious in character. The Jews were 
unbelievers in the midst of orthodox Catholics. Like other 
unbelievers they had to suffer persecution. True, the attitude of 
the Church was somewhat more friendly. to the Jews than to 
witches or heretics. But that was not because the Papacy loved 
the Jews. It suited the policy of the Papacy not to root out Jews 
entirely, not to wipe them off the face of God's earth, as, say, the 
Albigenses.. So in the Middle Ages, Jews suffered, not because it 
was alleged they were bad citizens or vicious men. Their. only 
crime was that they were unbelievers, that they dared to be 
different, that they showed strength of character in abiding by their 
own rel gious opinions. Twat was something the Catholic clerics of 
the Middle Ages could not comprehend. In their eyes the Jews 
were stubborn. Never once did it occur to the leaders of the Church 
that a body of men who possessed sufficient determination to stick 
to their principles, were worthy of all praise and deserved to be 
encouraged. 

Came the Protestant Reformation. One of its achievements was 
to popularise the Bible. Luther's translation into the vernacular, 
like the Authorised Version in this country, was a mighty bulwark 
of the Reformed Churches. Men studied the Bible; cultured 
people prided themselves on their knowledge of Hebrew. An 
acquaintance with Hebrew -naturally brought with it a better 
acquaintance with Jews. Protestant scholars came into close 
contact with their Jewish teachers of Hebrew and in not a few 
instances formed precious friendships. There were even cases on 
record of Christians adopting the Jewish religion as their own. 
Did all this undermine anti-Semitism? By no means. It merely 
changed its character. Christians were at one with Jews in 
their high esteem of the Bible. Anti-Semitism accordingly set 
nbout to prove that Judaism had nothing in common with the 

jible. Judiism was something that drew from another source- 
the Talmud. John Andreas Eisenmenger (1654-1704), Professor 
of Oriental Languages at Heidelberg, published in 1700 a stout 
work in two volumes entitled “ Judaism Disgovered."’ What did he 
discover? Eisenmenger certainly knew Hebrew. but whether he 
knew it well enough to read Rabbinie literature is somewhat 
doubtful. In any event, he devoted nineteen years of his life to 
gathering and translating passages from the Talmud and from 
medieval writers of somewhat mixed yalue, including also the 
writings of Jewish converts to Christianity. To know the true 
purport of Eisenmenger's work if is only necessary to read his title- 
page: ‘Judaism Discovered, or a thorough and true account of the 
terrible fashion in which the stubborn Jews mock at the Holy) 
Trinity, deride the holy Mother of Christ, pour scorn on the New 


Testament, the Apostles and the Christian religion, and curse the 


whoe of Christendom. More too, of thé same kind, either little 
known or not known at all, as well as the great errors of: the Jewish 
Religion and of Jewish Theology, besides ludicrous fables. All 
proved out of their own books. Prepared for the better information 
of all good Christians.” | 

Such was his programme. In chapter after chapter he quotes 
the originals and furnishes a translation to show that Jews are 
mockers of Christianity and its founder, that they are allowed to 
cheat Christians, that they-meed not keep faith with any but their 
own community, that they poison wells, and utilise the blood of 
Christian children in their Passover rites. 

Let it be stated at once that Christ an scholars of eminence in 
the nineteenth and twentieth centuries have proved that Eisen. 
menger had only an imperfect knowledge of Hebrew, that in many 
cases, misunderstanding the text, he provided a perverted translation, 
and that his two volumes contained a farrago of nonsense. Yet for 
two centuries and more anti-Semites regarded Eisenmenger’s work 
as inspired; they copied him and even improved upon him. Bisen. 
menger stands out as one of the great examples of literary 
falsification in the world’s h story. But for the tragic consequences 
of his work, it would be laughed ont of court by anyone who 
possessed even an elementary acquaintance with Rabbinic Hebrew, 
as being a conglomeration of stupidities, without a grain of truth in 


‘them. Unfortunately, however, the book becume the armoury of 


the anti-Semites down to this very day. Hitler's myrmidons still 
use it. How can one defend oneself against a lie? 

But that lie did not stand alone.. In the eighteenth century, 
the wave of liberal sentiment which swept over Europe also brought 
good tidings to the Jews. They would be given civic rights. ‘They 
would be decently treated like human beings. At last they would be 
liberated; they would breathe freely. Butno! A certain official at 
the German Imperial Court, ‘Paalzow by name, published a book in 
1803, “ De vivitate Fudeortim,” in which he attempted to prove that 
the Jew possesses only bad social qualities, that to give him civic 
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righis would be impolitic for any state, and that. the whole history 
of the Jews demonstrates that only evil follows when they are given 
civic rights. 

The lies of Paalzow still live. The anti-Semites who desire to . 
attack Jews from the social angle, fish up his impertinences and 
offer them to the ignorant. As a citizen and as a neighbour, the 
Jew is inferior, they say. Therefore, they argue, exclude him from 
citizenship. That is the cry of the Hitlerites to-day; their ideas 
are not even original. 

But the story is not yet ended. When all is said, as long as the 
Bible enjoys its pre-eminence, so long will it be difficult to under 
mine the position of the Jew. The obvious course is to belittle the 
Bible—that is to say the Jews’ Bible—the Old Testament. Again a 
German appeared ready for the fray—a degenerate son of a noble 
father. In 1920, Friedrich Delitzsch published a book on “ The 
Great Deception "—so he described the Old Testament. For twenty 
centuries, he wrote, Christendom has accepted the false belief that 
the God of the Old Testament is the Father ofall mankind, that the 
Jews are a holy people, that the Old Testament is the Holy Bible, 
that Judaism is the cradle of Christianity. Never were errors 
greater. It is alla huge Deception—practised by the Jews on the 
Christian world. According to Delitzsch the Jews are a lot of 
barbarian, cruel Nomads. The books of the Bible have no moral 
or religious value for true Christians. Judaism is a heathen 
religion. As for Jesus, it is a grievous error to imagine that he had 
Jewish blood in his veins. The Old Testament should be banished 
from Christian homes and Christian Schools; and the Jews, the 
people of the Old Testament, should be removed as a serious danger 
from every Christian Commonwealth. 

Delitzsch was a good Christian; however he might argue, if 
was no easy matter to separate the New from the Old Testament 
in this fashion. If you besmirch the Old Testament, the New 
Testament cannot escape altogether. Apart from the fact that 
Bible scholars of world distinction at German and other universities 
dealt with the thesis of Delitzsch as it deserved, the illogicality of 
his position could not be minimized. To be anti-Semitic from any 
Christian standpoint is absurd. To be logically anti-Semitic, you 
must cut adrift from Christianity altogether. So the cry was raised 
again in Germany— The New Testament must go!" Away from 
anything Jewish! Since Christianity ts Jewish, it is necessary to 


liberate the German people from Christianity. That is the doctrine 


of the Nazis, and it is essential that the world should know this 


fact. 

Nazi writers allege that Christianity is responsible for the 
misery of the German people, and demand a return to © the Germun 
God.” ‘Their literature is filled with glorification of Thor and 
Wodin and their cruelties, just as it is full of abuse of the founder 
of Christianity. Twenty-one years ago, a German writer could pen 
these words; he is addressing Jesus: 

“T accuse you because you have brought us the God of love and 


merey. . . Laceuse you because you have taught the Germans to 
hope for He aven. . You have taught meekness, servility, self 
effacement. See what you have made of us. . . . We must 


. get back from the false doctrines of Christianity, from its ethics « « .« 


back to the free Germanic divinities.” 

This is but a mild example; others could easily be found which 
would make the hair of honest Christians stand on end. The men 
who preach these doctrines. of the New Brutality are the present 
masters of Germany. They are Barbarians, who cultivate natural 
hatreds. One cannot help recalling what Goethe told Eckermann 
(March 4th 1830): “There is something peculiar about national 
hatred: you will always find it strongest and most violent in tho 
lowest stages of civilisation.” 

Is this where Germany is drifting? And will the rest of Kurope 
look on in silence? The N wis are not a danger merely to Jewry, 
they are a menace to Christendom.

PERSECUTION TAKES A DEADLIER FORM. 


Physical Violence Lessening. 


The anti-Semitic campaign in Garmany is taking its anticipated 
course, Physical violence is lessening and giving way to the deadlier 
weapon of economic persecution. The first steps have been taken 
to freeze Jews out of Germany. 

Tiere has been a clean sweep during the past week of all Jews 
in administrative positions with the State or Manicipalities. All 
public offices have been made Judenrein. 

Orders have been issued that as soon as contracts permit, Jews 
are to be dismissed from the Berlin hospitals, in most of which they 
coastitute between eighty and ninety per cent. of the medical staff. 

Another Government order decrees an @xtensive refo.m of the 
Berlin Stock Exchange regulations. The key measures are that the 
Government is.to have the right to veto the appointment of 
members of the Stock Exchange Committee without giving its 
reasons; and that the State Commissioner for Stock Exchanges 
appointed by the Government is to have the right to remove 
“ undesirable elements from the Stock Exchange.’ Similar regula- 
tions are to be drafted for all other German exchanges. | 

The President of the Supreme Court of Breslau has ordered a 

numerus clausus to be enforced in the Court, under which only 
seventeen Jewish lawyers will be allowed to practise there. All 
other Jewish lawyers who have appeared before the Court till now 
will be barred. The Union of Hitlerist Lawyers of Germany, meet- 
ing at Leipzig, passed a series of resolutiohs declaring that: All 
German Law Courts are immediately to be purged of judges and 
officials of foreign race; members of foreign race are not to be 
admitted to practise as advocates in. German Law Courts; after 
four years, no member of a foreign race may be an advocate ; in each 
of the four years a quarter of the advocates of foreign race now 
practising must cease to practise; all official boards of Attorneys to 
be dissolved and new boards free from Jews and Mirxists to be 
elected. From April Ist there will be no more Jewish judges in the 
Berlin Courts. All Jewish criminal judges in Prussia are to be 
transferred to civi! courts, and all Jewish State attorney officials 
are to be dismissed, in accordance with the demands of the Nazi Law 
Association.

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Foreign Reactions. 


World Conscience Aroused. 


Meanwhile foreign opinion is far from silent and the whole 
civilised world (Gentile as welt as Jewish) is hardening in its 


opposition to aspirit that is being recognised more and more clearly 
as that Prussian ruthlessness with which the world was made 
expensively familiar twenty years ago. Our correspondent in 
Amsterdam writes: 

“ Eacouraged by the reign of terror in Germany, with its 
dlevastating and demoralising effect upon our coreligionists domiciled 
there, Niz. agents, abusing Dutch hospitality, are throwing all 
restraint to the winds and are conducting an intensive and bitter 
organised political effort th ough the medium of public meetings 
and in their partisan press, ostensibly against Communism and 
Liberalism, but 99 per cent. of it directed w.th venom against 
the Jews. The avowed object is to incite awave of anti-Semitic 
feeling througiout Holland and a boycott of the Jews. 

~ The instigators have publi hed their ambitious plan for the 
creation of a mighty Germanic Empire with Germany of course as 
the pivot, and with Austria, Holland, Sweden, Denmark, Switzerland 
and Flemish Belgium as confederate members. The gre: t obstacle 
to the realisation of this dream, they declare, is the Jew. His 
secret power must be broken and his influence nullified, for surely 
it is he that controls the Dutch press, sowing the seeds of 
dissension and making ineffectual any attempt towards the realisa- 
tion of the propounded Germanic ideal. No hing daunted, it is not 
to be wondered at that Nazi literature circulated in this country 
should take the form of blood-curdling offen-ive appeals to the 
uninitiated. Much prominence is accorded the Protocols of Zion in 
the National Socialist press, although those responsible must be fully 
aware of their falsity. But of course there is always a credulous 
public to be reckoned with. 

“ It must be stated that the Dutch press do not countenance with 
favour this toreign incursion into Du'ch public life, and expréss the 
opinion that the masses will remain impervious to these poisonous 
gas attacks. Nevertheless, the feeling created is one of great une si- 
ne 8, and protesis have appeared in the press from non-Jews at the 
licence al owed the Nazis in their dangerous propaganda. As far as 
Jewish action is concerned, there have, of course, been o. ganised 
protests.” 3 

Oue correspondent in Warsaw was informed by the Polish 
Foreizn Office that the Polish Government has made ready a list of 
German citizens to be expelled from Poland if Hitler insists on 
deporting any more Polisi Jews. The Government is alsosumming 
up the damages Polish Jews have already suffered in Germany, and 
‘will sue the German Government for them. About 1,500 Polish 
Jews have left Germany during the last ten days, fleeing from the 
Hitlevist terror.

Boycotting. German Goods. 


Our. correspondent continues: “The Jewish anti-German 
activity here has already begun.

No Jew is to buy anything from Germaiy 
until Hitler stops persecuting Jews there. Never bas Polish Jewry 
shown so much unanimity as in this protest against German 
barbarisin, and they are determined to stop buying machinery, 
paper, electrical goods, swee's and other manufactures.”

Such a .declaration, conclud:d the Prime Minister, was really 
unnecessary because the whole Hungarian people of every shade of 
polit cal and religious thoug :t and feeling were working and living 
in ab-olute and undisturbed peace and harmony, all combining in

O‘ficial List of Horrors. 


The Polish Ambassador in Berlin recently submitted a note to 
the German Government complaining of the attacks made on Polish 
subjects in Germany, and demanding action. 

The text of the note is as follows: 

In the last few days there have been occurrences on German 
territory in which many Polish subjects have suffered! physical and 
material damage. Among others, the Polish Embassy has learnt of 
the following cases, in which, according to the statements made by 
the victims, the following happened :

up and burned as were also those of a number of writers who 
had sent their works to him to read. It is learned that Dr. 
Feuchtwanger intends to settle in England. Another Jewish author, 
Herr Dahlberg, who was attacked in Berlin some days ago, is already 
here. 

An American painter, Mr. Nathan Wolff. who was. thrashed in 
his lodgings in Berlin has also left the country. 

Major-General Paul Freiherr von Schoenaich, now sixty-seven 
years of age, who commanded a brigade on the Western Front 
during the War, and who was promoted Major-General in the field, 
and who after the War became the leader of the German pacifist 
movement has been arrested at his home. General von Schoenaich 
is one of the leaders of the movement against anti-Semitism, and 
has always shown great interest in Jew sh questions. 

In Dresden an anonymously printed pamph!et was circulated 
previous to the election on the Sth of March charging the Jews with 
ritua!-murder of gris. In Berlin a De. von Leers has signed a 
pamphlet making the same charge and demanding the expulsion of 
all Jews. His brochure is being sold in the streets. 

The son of the Consul -of Basel, who lives in Maagdenburg, was 
severely wounded, and has lodged a complaint with the Swiss 
Consulate of that city. 

On Sunday evening Storm Troops in uniform searched the 
premises of the Zionist Federation of Germany and the homes of 
Zionist leaders. 

A number of Nazis raided the Jewish Café New York, in Berlin, 
and dragged away five Jews. They flogged them with rubber 
cudgels. 

Professor Zondak, the world-famous surgeon, who attended 
Streseman and other leading German statesmen, was dragged by 
force out of the Berlin City Hospital, of which he is a Direc.or, and 
his family were attacked and beaten. 


An Einstein Canard. 


With sublime lack of humour the Potsdam police, supported by 
Nazi Storm troops and members of the Nazi Home Defence Force, 
have raided the country villa of Professor Einstein. Having tired 
apparently of attacking him for his pacifism, they used as the 
pretext of (he raid a report that he was barbouriug fire-arms. In 
all seriousness they afterwards issued an official statement that 
they had been unable to discover any arms, 

Dr. Bruno Walter, the famous conductor, has had his concerts 
cancelled in Leipzig and Berlin, 

And so the silly story continues, its silliness, too, often 
heightened by horror. The following three accounts are among 
official complaints made by foreign Legations to the German 
Government: 

Seven Jews living together in the Frankfort district were called 
upon by Nazi troopers to come for half-an-hour to tueir head 
quarters. They inquired of the police what they should do and 
were told they had vetter go. At the Nazi headquar ers they were 
compelled by threats of death, emphasised by revolvers, to flog onc 
another till some of them almest lostconscioustéss. Among those 
treated in this way were fathers and sous. 7 

In severai cases “men in Nazi uni‘orms” also robbed their 
victims. In one instance they carried off 8,500 marks, which have 
not been recovered. | 

A Czech woman declared that as she and her husband were 
returning home, they were attacked in the street by Nazis. The 
husband jumped on toa tram in the hope of escaping, but he was 
dragged out and carried off. Nothing further appears to have been 


heard of him. 
“Reported Missing.” 


No news has yet been heard of De. Kurt Hvhn, the Director of 
the Schloss Salem School and one of the leading edu’ationalists in 
Germany. H.s arrest on March 11th was described as “ protective 
detention.” Similarly there is still no news of Dr. Hilferding. 
Rabbi Fraenkel is reported (but as yet wi hout confirmation) to 
have di:d of his injuries. Dr. Hertz, however, the Jewish Socialis! 
leader, has apparently been released. 

A story of an attack by Nazis on a German Jew liv'ng at Munich 
is told by his wife, who arrived in P ris. In an interview in LA 
LIBERTE, she states that her husba id is in charge of an industria! 
concern financed by American capital. In January this year he 
ignored anonymous threatening le ters order ng him to leave 
Germany. At eleven o'clock one evening the bell rang the wife 
o ened the door, whereupon five armed Nazis rushed into the 
apartment and attacked the husband, beating him with blud seo 1s 


and shouting “ Death to the Jews.” His s«xull was fractured and 
several ribs were broken. 
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Foreign Reactions. 


World Conscience Aroused. 


_ Meanwhile foreign opinion is far from silent and the whole 
civilised world (Gentile as welt as Jewish) is hardening in its 


opposition to aspirit that is being recognised more and more clearly 
as that Prussian ruthlessness with which the world was made 
expensively familiar twenty years ago. Our correspondent in 
Amsterdam writes: 

’ Encouraged by the reign of terror in Germany, with its 
devastating and demoralising effect upon our coreligionists domiciled 
there, Niz. agents, abusing Dutch hospitality, are throwing all 
restraint to the winds and are conducting an intensive and bitter 
organised political effort th ough the medium of public meetings 
and in their partisan press, ostensibly against Communism and 
Liberalism, but 99 per cent. of it directed w.th venom against 
the Jews. The avowed object is to incite awave of anti-Semitic 
fecling througout Holland and a boycott of the Jews. 

“ The instigators have publi hed their ambitious plan for the 
creation of a mighty Germanic Empire with Germany of course as 
the pivot, and with Austria, Holland, Sweden, Denmark, Switzerland 
and Flemish Belgium as confederate members, The gre: t obstacle 
to the realisation of this dream, they d-clare, is the Jew. His 
secret power must be broken and his influence nullified, for surely 
it is he that controls the Dutch press, sowing the seeds of 
dissension and making ineffectual any attempt towards the realisa- 
tion of the propounded Germanic ideal. No hing daunted, it isnot 
to be wondered at that Nazi literature circulated in this country 
should take the form of blood-curdling offen-ive appeals to the 
uninitiated. Much prominence is accorded the Protocols of Zion in 
the National Socialist press, although those responsible must be fully 
aware of their falsity. But of course there is always a credulous 
public to be reckoned with. 


“ It must be stated that the Dutch press do not countenance with 


favour this toreign incursion into Du'ch public life, and express the 
opinion that the masses will remain impervious to these poisonous 
gas attacks. Nevertheless, the feeling created is one of great une si- 
ne 8, and protests have appeared in the press from non-Jews at tho 
licence al owed the Nazis in their dangerous propaganda. As far as 
Jewish action is concerned, there have, of course, been o ganised 
protests.” . 

Ouc correspondent in Warsaw was informed by the Polish 
Foreizn Office that the Polish Government has made ready a list of 
German citizens to be expelled from Poland if Hitler insists ou 
deporting any more Polish Jews. The Government is alsosumming 
up the damages Polish Jews have already suffered in Germany, and 
will sue the German Government for them. About 1,500 Polish 
Jews have left Germany during the last ten days, fleeing from the 
Hitle:ist terror. Forty per cent. of them, added an official of the 
Foreign Office, have lodged complaints that they have lost property, 
and the Germans will be asked to pay an indemnity. 


Boycotting. German Goods. 


Our correspondent. continues: “The Jewish anti-German 
activity here has already begun. Vilna Jewry has decided to boy- 
cott all German goods brought into Poland. The Jews of other 
towns are to follow. No Jew is to buy anything from Germa sy 
until Hitler stops persecuting Jews there. Never bas Polish Jewry 
shown so much unanimity as in this protest against German 
barbarism, and they are determined to stop buying machinery, 
paper, electrical goods, swee’s and other manufactures.” 

A similar boycott movement has been started in Rumania by 
M. Samuel Gottesmann, a well-known merchant of Czernowitz. 

An official announcement broadcast late on Sunday night from 
the Budapest Centra! Wireless Station caused a profound and highly 
gratifying impression on Hungarian Jewry in London. It was 
stated in effect that the Prime Minister of Hungary, M. Goemboes, 
in referring in general terms to the present precirious situation in 
Europe, definitely and unequivocally reaffi med he po'icy of the 
Hungarian Government to accord complete civic and political rights 
together with full protection to all citizens irrespective of religious 
or political bel ef. No attacks on any section of the population, 
pe «285° M. Goemboes, would be tolerated for a. single instant ; 


in fact, it was true to say that nowhere in the country 


‘was there the. slight-st sign of the conte plation of acts 


of discrimination or violence against a particular class. Should 
the very remote possibility occur of any disturbances arising 
the full weight of the Hungarian powers for the preservation of 
complete law and order would be brought into immediate effect. 
Such a declaration, conclud:d the Prime Minister, was reaily 
unnecessary because the whole Hungarian people of every shade of 
polit cal and religious thoug :t and feeling were working and living 
in ab.olute and undisturbed peace and harmony, all combining in 
the one great aim to avoid War (of the horrors of which H ngary 
had had ber full +hare) and to covwperate for the agricultural, 
industrial and commercial welfare of the country, especially in 
relation to the other peoples of the world with whom Hungary 
fervently desired to live in continued concord and amity. 

German citizens in Palestine, both Jewish and non-Jewish have 
cabled to President Hindenburg urging him to take immediate 
measures to assure the safety of Jewsh citizens. A Palestine 


boycott of German goods, especially of German films, is proposed if. 


there is no cessation of anti-Jewish activities in Germany. Many 
Jewish families fr m Germany have arrived in Palestine. 

In the British House of Commons C lonel Wedgwood has been 
zealous as ever in the defence of indiv dual liberty. Though there 
is as yet no information of British Jews hav ng been injured in 
Germany, he has secured from Mr, Eden, Under-Secretury for 
Fore gn Affairs, an assurance that “the Government would show 
the same assiduity in protecting our nationals in Germany as they 
were showing in protecting British subjecis in Russia,”

Polish Government Protest. 


THE TEXT IN FULL, 


O'ficial List of Horrors. 


The Polish Ambassador in Berlin recently submitted a note to 
the German Government complaining of the attacks made on Polish 
subjects in Germany, and demanding action. 

The text of the note is as follows: 

In the last few days there have been occurrences on German 
territory in which many Polish subjects have suffered physical and 
material damage. Among others, the Polish Embassy has learnt of 
the following cases, in which, according to the statements made by 
the victims, the following happened ; 

In BERLIN: 

On March 4th, at 6 p.m., Ezriel Weiss, of 10, Dragonersitrasse, 
was taken out of his home at the point of a revolver, and removed 
to a garage at 56, Prenzlauerstrasse. He was taken thee by people 
who said they were members of the National Socialist Party. In the 


. cellar, he was beaten with rubber cudgels, and his passport was 


taken away from him and alsoaring. At the police sta ion, Weiss 
did not have his passport nor his ring returned to him. He was 
kept in prison till Monday, March 6th, at 2 p.m. 

On March 6th, at 5 p.m., Abraham Lieb Mittelman was held up 
in the Brandenburgerstrasse by a man wearing the uniform of the 
Storm Troop detachment of the National Socialist Party, who pulled 
him by force into a neighbouring res aurant. At the point of a 
revolver, he. led him into the kitchen and told him to drink some 
fluid. Mittelman not knowing what it was, refused. He was there. 
upon beaten and sustained injuries in the head and the shoulders, 
as a result of which he is unable to work, 

On March 7th, Rabbi Moses Ezekiel Rottenberg, of 6, Feisen- 
bergerstrasse, was awakened at 3am, by persons who said they 
were members of the auxiliary police. Being unable to obtain 
entrance, they shot three times through the window into the 
bedroom. 

The same evening at 7.45 p.m., Meier Wukken of 10, Linien. 
strasse, while going home with his grandson was attacked in the 
Grenadierstras-e by two men in uniform, who beat him over the 
head and shoulders with sticks till he fell senseless. 

The same evening at 7 p.m., Moses Hekselman, of 87, Lindberger. 
stras<e, was set upon in the Grenadierstrasse and beaten with sticks 
by men in uniform. 

The same evening at 7 p.m., Matis Mendel, 56 years of age, of 
87, Grenadiérstrass?, was attacked in the Grenad erstrasse by two 
men in uniform, who beat him senseless. His wounds are such that 
he is no longer able to work. 

On March 8th, Isaac Gordan, of 19, Alte Schoenhauserstrasse- 
was attacked at 8 p.m. by people in uniforw, who beat him into an 
unconscious state with 8 icks. 

O.1 March 9th, Isaac Adter, of 5, Linienstrasse, and his son were 
terrib'y beaten. The windows of h s shop were smashed. 

The same dav, in the Sachs Café, Hillel C>l baum, of 16, Muenz- 
strasse, was beaten till he streamed with blood, 850 marks which 
he had on him were taken away from him. 

The same dav, Israel England, of 46, Dragonerstrasse, was 
beaten in an attack on the Englander Café, at 6, Schoenhauser, 
Allee. 

The restaurant of Moses Pariser at 12, Alte Schoenhauser- 
strasse was entered by persons wearing uniform, who beat the 
customers with rubber cudg3as. They threw ali the food off the 
buffet and threatened to kil everybody, and then ordered the 
restaurant to be closed. Four days previously, at 2 pm., twelve 
persons in uniform had hunted all the customers out of the same 
restaurant. and had then demanded 250 marks from Pariser for 
carrying out a po ice search. } 

The same day, at 6.45. p.m., Aron Lizband, of 31, Grenadier. 
strasse, was attacked in the Linie strasse. He and his parents were 
terribly beaten till the blood ran down them. On the orders of the 
uniformed persons he was compelled to close kis sh p. 

At 7 p.m., Nahum Solomon Hillman, of 146, Linienstrasse, was 
attacked in a café in the Grenad erstrasse and beaten by eight 
persons in uniform. 

At 7.30 p.m. Janka Panner, of 382, Kaiser Wilhelmstrasse, was 
attacked by persons in uniform, was beaten with rubber cudgels and 
terrorised with a revolver, ant a pocket book was takea away 
conta ning 850 Marks and documents. 

At 8.30 two persons in uniform entered the home of Joel Zisapel 
They beat Zisapel, bis wife and son. till 
they were a mess of blood, and took away 3,200 Marks and various 
goods from his restau ant. A leaded stick and .hreatening letters 
were found in Zisayel’s home. at

Strong Action Called For. 


Defeatists Booed.

Police had to be called in to maintain order at a meeting of 
protest against Hitler's anti-Semitism at the Hotel Astor, New York, 
on Sunday, arranged by the American Jewish Congress... The hall 
was filled to capacity and hundreds of Jews were turned away. 
During the course of the meeting, Bernard Deutsch, the President of 
Congress, stated that his offices were being flooded with messages 
from all over America demanding protest action. The meeting 
adopted resolutions calling for a Central Mass Meeting at Madison 
Square Garden with simultaneous mass meetings in every Jewish 
Community in the country. Next Monday is the provisional date. 
During the course of discussion, resolutions by Judge Joseph M.

American Jewish Committee, made a plea against mass meetings 
and marches. Judge Proskauer warned the meeting against 
“causing more trouble for Jews in Germany by. unintelligent 
action.”” During the course of their remarks, he and Mr. Rosenberg 
wero booed and hissed by the delegates. An enthusiastic demon. 
stration followed the suggestion made by Mr. J. George Fredman, 
Commander-in-Chief of the Jewish War Veterans of the United 
States, that a boycott of German goods be incorporated as an amend. 
ment to the resolution. : 


Harrowing Details of Persecution.

Berlin Embassy to Report. 


A later cable from our New York correspondent says that the 
State Department bas asked its Berlin Embassy to make a complete 
report on the situation as a result of the overtures of Jewish leaders. 
Stephen Wise and Bernard Deutsch conferred at the State Depart. 
ment on Tuesday, protested to Senator Borah, Chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee of the Senate and testified before the 
Immigration Committee of Congress asking for the entrance into 
America of German Jewish refugees. The New York State Senate 
has passed a resolution asking the Federal Government to protest 
through diplomatic channels against Hitlerist terrorism. Additional 
Christian organisations are formulating protests. Meanwhile, plans 
are rapidly gomg ahead for Jewish protests and mass meetings. A 
parade in New York was scheduled for yesterday under the auspices 
of the Jewish War Veteraus in which over 20,000 were expected to 
participate. The American Legion and other non-Jewish organisa. 
tions have been asked to participate. 


Boycott Movement in Full Swing. 


Two Million Dollars’ Worth of German Orders Cancelled. 


The boycott campaign is proceeding under way in earnest under 
the direction of the Jewish War Veterans. who have announced that 
New York firms have already cancelled two million dollars’ worth of 
German orders.. Every big Jewish importer and merchant in New 


-York is being asked to join the boycott. Shippers will be asked to 


use American vessels and. not to afford trade to German shipping. 
The significance of the boycott is seen with the declaration by 
the Commander-in-Chief of the Jewish Veterans that about 
80 per cent. of the German imports into New York are handled 
by Jewish importers. The Veterans will forward a scroll te 
Congress on Thursday, urging the breaking off of diplomatic 
rélations between the United States and Germany while the anti. 
Semitic repression continues. They have also adopted a resolution 
asking Britain to relax her immigration quota for the restriction 
of Jews going to Palestine. ‘The Yiddish Press is severely condemn. 
ing the American Jewish Committee's hesitancy in joining the 
protest movement. The daily secular Press is devoting more and 
more space every day to Hitler's outrages, and is becoming 
increasingly frank in condemning them. 7

Dr. Feuchtwangers Warning. 


Call a Halt Before Civil War! 


Aun article appeared in the London EVENING STANDARD, oa 
Wednesday, entitled, “I Warn the Jew-baiters,’ by Dr. Lion 
Feuchtwanger. The article was addressed from Berne, and in the 
course of it Dr. Feuchtwanger said: 

“ When I arrived in Europe it was my intention to travel direct 
to Berlin. 1 met the first refugees from Germany in Paris. The 
stories they related were dreadful. They to.d things compared with 
which the atrocity stories of the War paled. 

“I could not believe these accounts, but I realised that the 
people who told them were reliab!e people, in no way radical, but 
democrats and members of the Catholic Centre Party, pacifists who 
all their lives had worked in favour of mediation and negotiation 
and who hated ali exaggeration. 


- Jews Thrown Out of Trains. ’ 


“They had seen with their own eyes how attempts had been 
made to throw people out of underground trains in motion, simply 
because tauey looked like Jews; they had also seen how people—- 
some of them women and children—had been dragged out of motor- 
cars a id beaten because they were thought to be Jews. 

They had heard despairing stories of women whose husbands 
had been dragged out of bed and inhumanly beaten and about whom 
nothing more had been heard or seen; who had not been allowed to 
see wife or son ot cotinsel; who had been taken away by S.A. men 
(Nazi Storm Troops) and had disappeared, no vun+ knew where. 

“Where, for instance, these people ask, is the late Jewish Vice- 


President of the Berlin Police, Herr Bernard Weiss? Where have 


they taken the little son of the Jewess Ruth Friedlander? Day after 
day bodies are discovered mutilated beyond identification. Every 
Jew in Germany, they said, must expect to be assaulted in the 
street, to be dragged out of bed and arrested, to have his goods an 
property destroyed, while complaints are met with a shrug from 
Minister Goering and the remark : ‘ Where timber is planed shavings 
must drop off!’” 

“Men of the Red Cross,” Dr. Feuchtwanger continues, “ are not 
allowed to attend the people who have been ill-treated, and inform. 
ation about many of those who have disappeared is refused.” 

Later in the course of the article he says: “fam afraid that,

He goes on: “ The result is pogroms such as Germany has not 
seen since the Jewish persecutions of the 14th century.

The powers behind 
National Socialism, namely, feudalism and militarism, have, in 
their difficulty, unchained ‘he bestiality of the masses in order to save 
themseives, and are no v clearly frightened of t.e consequences.” 

The article concludes: “I greatly hope that the Government 
may succeed i: calling a halt before the ill-treatme it, torture and 
slaughter of thousa.ds of Socialists, Catholics’ and Jews should lead 
to a civil war such as the world has never yet seen.” 


Mr. Laski in “The Times.” 

Mr. Neville Laski, the President o’ the Jewish Board of 
Deputies, had a letter in Tuesday's Times, replying to some 
retnar«s on the situation in Germany made in a letter by Mr. 
W. D. Tennant in Monday's Times. 

“The army of 1,250,000 Jews who entered Germany since the War 
from Poland ant Gal cia exists only in the imagination of Mr Teunant 
and his Nazi :oformants,” Mr. Laski writes. ‘“* There are 600,000 Jews in 
Germa'y, and of these someth ng ander 100,000 are foreign born 

“The Nagi anti-Semitic campaign is directed w.thout dist'nction 
against Jews whose f.rbears have | ved in Germany for centuries, 
aud t ose bit rec’ntly arrived. No inquiry as to levgth of residence has 
been made in the case of Jewish professors, lawyers, doctors, ac ors and 
civil servants who have bee: sunmar.ly dism‘ssed from their employ- 
meut. The economic boycott extends to all Jewi h shop cepers alike. 
The wild, insensate propagand t of hatred at school an.t college makes no 
discr mination between the child en of native born and forei:n Jows, 
The Jewish graves that have been desecrated are not those of recent 
arrivals in the country. 

Finally, to qiote Mr. Tennant’s own words: ‘ The twenty-five points 
which Hitler drafted i+ 1919 embodying his basic principles stand «ub- 


stan ially u altered.’ Point 4 reads: *Staa sbuerter kanu nur scin wer ° 


Volk=genosse ist. Kein Jud> kain Volksgenos« gein.” (‘Only German 
nat ona.s can be German citizens. No Jew can be a German nitional’). 
It is true, no steps have bee: taken to implemeat this point of the Nazi 
programm, which wonld deprive half a million veople of their German 
c tizenship, but how Mr. Tennant can write that the proframme remains 
unaltered, and, at the same time, no hostil.ty is felt towards the 
acclimatised Jews, baffles my understanding.” 7 


Hannen Swaffer, writing in the DAtLy HERALD on Wednes’ay, 
said: “I am 6éurprised at the seeming indifference of Jewry’'s 
leaders in London over their race’s calamities-in Germany. I 
do not mean their sympathies, because they are abundant. 
Bit they are doing nothing. I called one of them up yester- 
day, and asked why they held no public meetings of pro est. 
The answer was that they did not see wuat good it could do. Well, 
somethiig has gotto be done. You can scareev n Hitler, if you try. 
[ learned that two meet ngs of Jewish traders took place quietly 
during the week-end, with a view to organising a boycott of all 
German goods. Certainly, Hitler would soon be frightened if all 
his country’s export trade disappeared.” 


“ Being a Jew Means Being Less Than an An‘mal.” 

The following is quoted from a letter received in Amsterdam 
from Germany: “I thank you very much for your letter and it did 
us good to read that the public in Holland is reali ing the terrible 
fate of the German Jews. Please be very careful if you write 
letters in the future, since, as you know, the censor opens all 
letters from abroad. I send you this letter through my 
brother-in-law, otherwise I would not dare to write at all. Here, 
all over Germany. the durkest Middle Ages are ruling. Everybody 
who is not a Nazi is outlawed, and being a Jew means being less 
than an animal. Last Friday, about thirty Nazis, all armed with 
revolvers, burst into the Synagogue and ordered the Jews to leave 
the place of worship immediately. last Saturday the Synagogue 
was closed and Purim could not be celebrated.” In concitus:on the 
letter says: “ Don't be surprised when you find us begging at your 
door some morning”. . . 

The Paris Yiddish daily, the PARIsER HAsntT, has published a 
letter from an eyewitness of the Nazi anti-Jewish atrocities which 
occurred in Chemnitz. According to the letter twenty innocent 
Jews were arrested and mercilessly beaten. After suffering for two 
days in the hands of the Nazis, some of the Jewish prisoners were 
released and compelled to sign a statement that they were treated 
well during their detention. The rest of the prisoners were on 
March 14th forced to clean the streets. They were also cruelly 
beaten in public. In Zwickhauer, a small town near Chemnitz, all 
the Jews were arres ed. The Nazis also set fire to the beard of the 
local Shochet, who was badly burnt and subsequently died. 

- Consequent upon the publication last week in THe JEWISH 
CHRONICLE and other journals of the picture of the degradation to 
which a Munich Jew was subjected by the Nazis, the authorities in 
Berlin were greatly perturbed as to the obvious impression which 
would be created throughout the world should further pictures of 
this nature be allowed to be circulated. On enquiry at one of the 
leading news-picture agencies in London, we were told that the 
Berlin Picture Agency had given instructions to their London dis- 
tributors to cease sending out any pictures depicting German dis- 

-turbances or anything of a like nature to the Munich photograph. 

Shechita has been prohibited in the States of Hessen and 
Wiirttenberg. 

Jewish judges and lawyers have been prevented by the police. 
from entering the law courts at Oels, in Silesia. see 

Grave fears are expressed in German Jewish circles that the 
Bill now before the Reichstag, granting the Hitler Government full 
powers until 31st March, 1937, and enabling it to enact new laws, 
even if they are of a nature contrary to the Constitution, will mark 
the end of the citizen rights of the Jews in Germany. The adoption

of the Bill is assured, and it is expected that among the first new 
laws of the Government will be one which will place the Jews in a 
lower category of citizenship than the Aryan Germans. 


An Eye Witness's Account. 


London Doctor sees Hitlerism at Work. 

In view of the terrible ordeal which German Jewry is under. 
going, both physically and economically, particular importance 
attaches to the following exclusive interview which I have had 
with a well-known London physician, Dr. E. Herzberg, who has 
just returned from a ten days’ visit to Germany (writes a JEWISH 
CHRONICLE representative). 

Dr. Herzberg visited some of the principal cities in which the 
anti-Jewish riots have taken place. The reports of these riots, he 
said, which have appeared in the newspapers of this country are 
not exaggerated in the slightest degree. 

“I myself,’ he said, saw Hitlerists marching up to Jewish 
shops and stores requesting the owners or managers to shut them 
up because, they said, there was ‘no room for Jewish businesses.’ 
These orders the Jewish shopkeepers were forced to obey. 
Customers were turned out and shop-windows were smashed. 
The police stood by and did nothing. Afterwards, however, the 
nuthorities requested the owners to open again, but the shop- 
keepers were in such perplexity that they did not know what orders 
to obey. This has been a common occurrence practically through. 
out Germany. 

“IT had first hand information that an old Jew of sixty-eight who 
was crossing the street was knocked down and beaten by three 
Hitlerists while in one of the towns. The Hitlerists seized several 
Jews and tore their beards off their faces, afterwards burning the 
hair. It is no exaggeration but a sober description of what I have 
seen, to say that the country has gone completely mad. There are 
no reliable newspaper reports—rigorous suppression and censorship 
are the rule. As a result, rumours abound, and often Jews are 
terrified of venturing into the streets. 

“ So far as actual physical violence is concerned, a change for 
the better bas taken place. But during the last few days the 
economic boycott has become far more intense. People are urged 
by members of the Government not to buy in Jewish shops; these 
promptings which, in the circumstances, amount almost to com. 
mands are issued through the medium of the platform, the wireless 
and the press. People are also instructed not to resort to Jewish 
doctors, and there is fear among the Jewish medical profession at 
the present time that the Jewish doctors will not be allowed to 
practice under the National Health Insurance which, in Germany, 
covers practically the whole of the population.” 

Dr. Herzberg told me that the Jews of Germany with whom he 
had come in contact were very disappointed that nothing was being 
done for them by British Jewry in their present plight. “ One should 
not be misled by the utterances of the assimilationist sectionof German 
Jewry and the so-called German Jewish leaders, into the belief that 
such intervention is not desired. Personally I would call upon all 
the Jews of England to do their best to boycott German spas and 
holiday resorts, German goods, German railways, German steam- 
ships, and in fact everything German. 

“German Jews themselves cannot do anything because there is 
no Official body representing them at the moment. Some ‘of the 
Jewish organisations have been declared illegal and the few assimi- 
lationist bodies still in existence are too terrified to do anyth ng.” 

“ Did you find,” I asked, “that some of the Jews in Germany 
are still “more German than the Germans themselves *? "’ 

“I think they still are,” replied Dr. Herzberg. “It is extra. 
ordinary.” 

Dr. Herzberg again stressed the point that our co-religionists in 
Germany should not be allowed to feel any longer that they are 
being deserted. “They are hoping that the whole world will come 
to their rescue, but it appears as if not a single soul is doing 
anything.”

Christian Horror at Nazi Brutality. 


Among many letters of protest received at this office are the 
following : 
From Dr. JOSEPH S. BRIDGES. 
To the Editor of THs Jewish CHRONICLE. 


Sitr,—I am a Christian, but will you allow me to join in the 
many protests which are being made not only in Britain, buf in 
America and other parts of the world, against the anti-Jewish 
terror in Germany. It is proverbial that the Jews are among the 
most law-abiding and loyal of citizens, and I can testify to this from 
my personal knowledge, as I have many Jewish friends. To read 
the long list of atrocities, with the revolting details given on 
responsible authority, makes one think that Germany has again 
reverted to barbarism. 

Not long ago, the Jews of Germany foutht side by side with those 
who are now persecuting and de«poiling them. Little respect is being 
shown, even for those who have materially added to Germany's great 
advancement in the past, in science, art, music, literature and commerce. 
Harmiess women and children, old men and women, professors and 
teachers are being molested, maltreated, impris ned, beaten and even 
killed in cold blood. Attacks are being made on the shopkeepers and their 
goods looted and their property confiscated. In the smaller towns the 
Jews are neither safe in their homes nor out of doors, and even thoir 
Synagogue: are being invaled. Pro tibitory edicts are issued, oaly to be 
ignored by the uncontrolled spoilers. Von Pape., and the aged and 
revered H ndenburg show sympathy with the suffering, and pronounce 
that such things shou d not be: bit alas! they are of every day occur 
rence, and tragedies of blatant and unreasonable hatred continue to be 
enacted in many parts of the country. 

While our Prime Minister at Geneva and elsewhere is doing his best 
to give Germany a fair cha ice of re-establ shing herself and on her behalf 
is calling for good will, the base treatment which the Jews are receiving 
throughout the Fatherland from the Nazi and other sections of her p ople, 
recently elected to power, can only be calculated to estrange her from the 
sympathy of Britain and other Nations. 

it was my proud privilege and pleasure, while Director of Higher 
Education, in days before the Great War, to organise classes and 
educational courses for German teachers and students, who came annually 
to England during vacation time. Svon afier the War, many leading 
German educationalists visited me during my Chief Education Officership, 
and i conduct.d them round some of onr schools and institutions even before 
the bitterness which the War engendered had quite subsided. They came 
home with me, and many a staunch friendship was formed. They 


‘were delightful people, and I continue to communicate with several of 


them f om time totime. I cannot bring myself to associate any of them 
with such intolerance as is apparently being moted out to the Jewish 
Citizen. of Germany. This expression of my opinion may reach somo of 
them, and I woud like them.to know with what distress we read such 
statements as that made by Captain Goering, the Nazi Minister for the 
Interior for Prussia, *“* those Jews who have immizrated into Germuy 
after 1914 will be expelled. All those who have not immigrated™from 
abroad will be removed from all public po«itions, inthe press, the theatre, 
the film, the school and the universities. We shall also dismiss the Jews 
from all public offices, cancel all their honours, and remove them from alt 
po:ts in which they may be able to exert their disruptive anti-national 
and international influence.” There is no hiding the fact that this seems 
to be the present attitude of the Nazi parties and the Jews are suffering 
terribly. 

Only a few days ago this sam®* faithful henchman of Hitler declared 
that “ the police were not a defe ce force for Jewish Stores.” “ For years 


past,” he added, “ we have told the people you can settle accounts with 


the traitors. We stand by our word. Accounts are being settled.” What 
is the World's verdict on these and similar statements made by those in 
high office

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The German Anti-Semitic Boycott. 


Call for Retaliation by World Jewry. 


From Dr. W. M. FELDMAN. 
To the Editor of Tar JewisH CHRONICLE. 

The reports of what is happening in Germany do not form 
pleasant reading to any decent-minded person in this or any ot'iec 
country—including, I should think, Germany itself. To the Jews 
especially, the records of the persecutions to which their brethren 
are subjected are particularly distressing, and I have been wonder- 
ing whether their co-rel'gionists outside Germany can in any way 
retaliate for the brutal behaviour of that gang of fanatics who are 
holding the reins of power in that country at the present moment. 
It has occurred to me that something might be done by the concerted 
wetion of the Jews throughout the world to boycott goods of all 
kinds manufactured by German firms. Doctors are continually 
being flooded with literature from German drug and instrument 
manufacturers, and I would urge all Jewish doctors and scientists 
not to buy any instruments or apparatus coming from that country, 
or to prescribe any German drugs or preparations—except in those 
cases, practically non-existent, in which no efficient subst.tute can 
bo found: The same example can be followed on a much larger 
scale by Jews in other walks of life,

From Dr. S. GRASSE. ' 
To the Editor of Tak JEWISH CARONICLE. 

Sin,—The present events in Germany call for 
Jewish action and a clearly defined policy. Verbal protests are 
certain to be of no avail and sympathetic intervention from outside 
Jewry may at best obviate the more brutal displays of physical 
violence without altering by one iota the declared policy of Nazi 
(;ermany to “ drive out” the Jews. 

It is necessary that we should not delude ourselves as to the course 
ofecvents. When the last Jewish lrofessor will have been driven from 
his University, the last Judge from the Bench, the last Doctor from his 
‘‘linic and the last Jew from any position of responsibility and respect- 
ability, it will suit Hitler and his vandals to champion the cause of peace 
and order. The civilised world will then accept the regime in Germany 
as stabilised. Such sporadic voice as may now be heard in protest will 
have died down, and the half-million Jews of Germany will become 
preoceupied in adjusting themselves to this new state of chronic 
‘legradation. 

Meantime there is involved not only the fate of German Jews~— vastly 
important as that is—-but also the honour and self-respect of the whole 
Jowish people. What is happening in Germany to-day is a challenge to 
the emancipation which we achievod in the last two centuricos. It is a 
precedent; and what is happening to German Jews to-day may, by 
example, befall any other section of Jews to-morrow. 

The question is can we do anything really effective? I think that we 
can and we must. 

In your issue of last weck it was reported as a possiblity that the 
Jews of Po'and should boycott German goods. It seems to me that that 
is arational and useful weapon toemploy, and one which will strike where 
Germany is most vulnerable. 

Let there be an organised, well-planned boycott of German goods not 
ouly in Poland butin every land where Jews are found. The ten million 
or so Jews of Europe and America conld, by a well- -organised effort, make 
the boycott a sufficiently powerful instrument, 

At present, though possibly not later, sach action on our part would, 
T am sure, meet with sympathy and understanding from world public 
opinion. A thorough boycott of German goods may very likely prove itself 
effective even against the truculence of the German Nazis but its value 
would be even greater as a symbol and an expression of Jewish resistance. 

Too long have we been nursed on the theory of our utter helpicssness. 
In the twentieth century, it is time we ceased being afraid of our shadows 
and stood up against our malefactors with any and every weapon that l'cs 
at our hands,

“That this Society prohibits any Jewish baker from using German 
Rye Flour or any other commodity of German origin, and further, that the 
Secretary be instructed to notify all factors dealing with German Rye 
Flour to that effect, with a warning that on-eny such flour or other gocds 
made in Germany being sold to any Jewish baker, such baker will be 
boycotted from the Society.” 

In many cases firms have written to their German agents 
intimating that they no longer intend to buy soods ‘ot German 
manufacture on account of the persecution of Jews in Germany. 
In some instances replies have been received stating that Jews 
in Germany to-day are as enjoying the same rights as any neh 
German citizen.” and that “ certain deplorable but isolated incjdants 
have been grossly exaggerated.” Recipients of such letters cannot 
do better than compare them with the official statement of the 
Polish Embassy in Berlin reprinted in this issue of THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE. 


Fighting The German Menace. 
Vigorous New Body Formed. 


During the past week, an important development in this 
country in connection with the situafion of German Jewry has been 
the formation of a body which has called itself the “ World Alliance 
For Combating Anti-Semitism” (writes our representative). The 
inaugural meeting was held on Saturday evening. 

Mr. Louis Golding, who was among those present, was elected 
President ;: Mr. Mendel Wood, Chairman (pro tem); Mr. Sidney Wood, 
Hon. Treasurer (pro tem); and Mr. VY. C. Gordon, Hon. Secretary. 
Mr. Sobell. of Saunders, Sobell and Co.. was elected Hon. Solicitor, 
and Mr. Henry Petrie, A.C.A., Hon. Auditor. 

It was unanimously resolved that the first duty of the organisa- 
tion be to deal with the present situation in Germany. - ; 

It was:also uninimously agreed that a mass protest meeting be- 
held, and that Anglo-Jewry should boycott all German goods. 

A second Meeting was held on. Wednesday with Mr. Mende! 
Wood inthe Chair. Mr, Louis Golding was again present. and 
among others who attended was a representative of the Jewish Old 
Comrades’ Association. 

The Chairman said that a conference had taken place between 
representatives of the Organisation and the Board of Deputies. 
‘They were well received, and after listening to Mr. Neville J. Laski 
(the President of the Board), and Mr. Leonard G. Montefiore (the 
Chairman of the Joint Foreign Committee), the O ganisation’s 
representatives came to the definite conclusion that discretion and 
very careful consideration were necessary sothat norashaction should 
be taken which might do harm to their co-religionists in Germany. 
The conference ended without any definite conclusions being 


How to Enjoy 
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arrived at, but it still appeared to him that the methods which the 
Deputies adopted were not the methods required by modern Jewry. 
He appealed to the whole of Jewry and asked them to support them 
in their endeavours to fight this terrible menace. He felt sure that 
the Jews throughout England and, indeed, throughout the British 
Empire, were clamouring to do something to check this menace, 
and it needed all the publicity and all the strength that they could 
muster to bring this aim to an ultimate success. And while one would 
not interfere with theme hods of the Government of another country, 
one should interfere when massacres and atrocities were the price 
to be paid for non-interference. The Board of Deputies, in his 
opinion, and he was voicing the opinion of vast numbers of his 
coreligionists, had not carried out their work as expected of them, 
but were continuing in their old antiquated methods which led them 
nowhere. | 

Mr. V. C. Gordon urged that they must be very circumspect 
not only in what they were proposing to do, but in what they said. 
They did not wish people who heard of the existence of their new 
body to think that their main idea was to use force. It must be 
clearly understood that the object of all of them in the Organisation 
and outside it was to defend what they were rightly entitled to 
defend They felt very strongly that the time was over-ripe when 
there should bein existence a body for the purpose of combating 
anti-Semitism not only here, but in every part of the world. Their 
Organisation, he thought, was vears overdue. He had little faithin 
the Board of Deputies, which he thought was a ponderous body and 
had tco many things to deal with to attend effectively to these 
attacks on their people. 

Mr. Louis Golding. expressed his profound conviction that at 
the present moment, as a result of the abominations in Germany, 
there was a most moving wave of pro-Semitism in this country, 
but he insisted that far from this welcome phenomenon being 
an occasion for the relaxation of their efforts, it seemed to him 
an ideal moment for mobilising all the sympathy which had been 
so dearly bought by the blood of their brothers in Germany. 
Mr. Golding, who was present at the Conference with the Deputies, 
dispelled any notion to which the utterance of the two previous: 
speakers might have given rise, by saying that far from sitting on 
their chairs and “twiddling their thumbs,’ Mr. Laski and Mr. 
Montefiore had been, it seemed to him, working exceedingly hard. 
and that they had done much useful work though it was not 
spectacular. 

Mr. Green deplored the fact that no mention had been made of 
what the Zionist Organisation was doing in the matter. 

Mr. Klein asked them not to worry about what the Deputies or 
_the Zionists were doing but to concentrate upon this point—that of 
conveying to the average intelligent person by publicity the base. 
ssness of anti-Semitism. 

Mr. Louis Golding counselled them to walk warily in anything 
they decided to do. 

The Chairman insisted that unity was essential in this matter, 
and he appealed for a united front on the part of the whole of 
Jewry. 

The question of a mass meeting was discussed, and although it 
had already been decided at Saturday night's proceedings to hold 
one, Wednesday night's meeting agreed that it was advisable to wait 
before coming to any decision until the further conference which 
they were to have with the Deputies on Sunday was over. If such 
a meeting were to be held, said Mr.: Wood, it was important that 
the Deputies should take part as well. | 

The Chairman made a stirring appeal for new members and for 
financial support, and said that all cheques should be made payable 
to the World Alliance for Combating Anti-Semitism. Although money 
was already coming in, they needed as much as they could get to 
wage their campaign successfully.

A Letter from Salonika. 


The Jewish Housing Problem. 


1,200 FAMILIES WITHOUT SHELTER. 
'From our Correspondent. | 


_ The problem of the housing of the Jewish working classes of 
Salonika acquires every day a fresh urgency. Unless the great 
Jewish organisations and the State itself solve it satisfactorily and 
immediately, the Community will be driven to despair. 

This problem, which is not the result only of the continuous 
pauperising of the population, has its origin in the catastrophic fire 
of 1917, which reduced the centre of the town to ashes and left at 
least half the Jews without shelter, as well as in the thoughtless 
policy, followed by the Governors in the application of new town- 
planning, including the building of a central railway station, which 
threw hundreds and hundreds of Jewish families out on the streets. 

Although the Government has provided for the comfortable and 
hygienic housing of the Greek residents who suffered through the 
fire of 1917 as well as the Greek refugees who came from Asia Minor 
in 1922, the Jews still languish in hovels and insanitary huts, in 
dens fit only for animals, almost as trogiodytes, large numbers o! 

‘families being thrown together higgledy-piggledy, reduced to the 
most frightful promiscuity and coarseness, offering themselves as 4 
target to the cruellest of diseases, tuberculosis, and encouraging 
immorality in all its forms. 

And even from these cramped and unhealthy hovels thes 
unhappy families will soon be driven, their miserable lodgings havi! 
to be demolished on account of the imexorable town-planning 
scheme. | 
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Community's Precarious Position. 


One thousand two hundred families are in danger of being 
without shelter! Who will find them a lodging? How and where 
can they be housed? The Jewish Community itself is out of the 
question in this matter, for enormous sacrifices have already. been 
imposed upon it, sacrifices that it can endure only with the utmost 
tribulation. By reason of the increasing pauperisation of the Jewish 
population, communal receipts are continually decreasing and the 
financial position of the community is precarious. In order to free 
itself from its numerous debts it has recently had to sell one of its 
most important buildings for about £11,000, although it cost miore 
than £20,000. 

Already the community has 2,400 houses in the suburbs in which 
about 3,000 poor families live, paying on an average (except the 
widows and disabled) 120 drachmas a year, say four shillings, which 
produces an annual budgetary loss of 90,000 drachmas. 

In vain has the community, in face of the State’s bankruptcy 
of ideas to d-al with this work of public health -and social justice, 
appealed to Mr. Henry Morgenthau, since his stay in our town, 
made him visit the Jewish multitudes who are such a lamentable 
sight and showed him the hope ess position into which they have 
been driven. ‘The former United States Ambassador at Constanti- 
nople, who is deeply interested in the fate of the Greek refugees 
and has devoted quite exceptional. efforts to assure their accom- 
modation, has done nothing for, does not even seem interested in, 
his brothers doomed to dispair. The Community takes advantage 
of the visits of all Jews from abroad, for example Mr. Paul Go >d- 
man from London and Dr. Werner Senator, to bring to their notice 
the enormous distress, but without effect. lt never ceases in its 
wretchedness to address memorandum after memorandum to the 
American Joint Committee asking for a gift of a sum large enough 
to build some sort of shelter for the derelicts of fortune. But again, 
without effect, for the Joint Committee always -declines “on 
principle.” 

After the disastrous fire of 1890 which made such ravages 


among us, & saviour appeared in the person of Baron Maurice - 


De Hirsch, who sent 110,000 francs. for the construct on of new 
dwellings ‘or those cast out. A whole Jewish quarter was con- 
structed, which still bears his name, not to mention sch ols, 
dispensaries and the Jewish Hospital, Would it not bs worth the 
Joint Committee's while to forget its principles for the moment and 
find the means of saving 1,200 Jewish families from total loss ? 
Cannot a new Baron De Hirsch be found, who by his generosity 
will set in motion the work of physical and moral salvage of 
thousands of our coreligionists ? 


SOUTH AFRICA.—The South African Parliament has rejected the 
amondment movei by Advocate Alexander, M.P., to the Bill providing for 
the change of the name of the Potch:fstroom University College into ‘‘a 
College for Christian Higher Education.” The ameudment was eloquently 
supported by Mr. Hofmeyr, the well-knowa pro-Zionist and friead of the 
Jews, and others who demanded that the Conscience Clause of the Consti- 
tution shoulJ be reaffirme.! in the B: 1, in view of the fact that the Potchef- 
stroom College is supported by State fands. The Government majority, 
however, voted against tho amendment, and even Mr. Sampson, one of 
the members of the Labour Party, voted with the majority. There seems 
little doubt now that the Bill w.ll be passed, despite the strong outcry  f 
the Jews and their f iends that the change of name practically means the 
convers on of the College into an educational institution of the Dutch 
Reform Church to the exclusion of Jews, a.though Jewish taxpayers wiil 
still be forced to contribute their share towards its upkeep. Tho Jewish 
eontention is that if the Dutch Reform Church wants a higher educational 
institution of its own, it must maintain it itself in the same way as the 
Jews maintain their institutions for relisious elucation. An amendment 
that no discriminatioa should be made against Jewish professors or 
students was accepted, . 


UNITED STATES.—A Testimonial Dinner in honour of his twentieth 
anniversary inthe Yiddish Thea re was given to Maurice Schwartz in 
New York City. The cocasion also marked the 200th perfurmance of 
"Yoshe Kalb,” wh'ch is playing at the Yiddi«h Art Theatre, and is one of 
the ouista u.iing successes of the current theatrical season. Celebrities 
in every walk of | fe paid tribute to Mr. Schwariz as the directing genius 
._ of the Y'ddish Art Theatre. ..“ Yoshe Ka b” is considered one of the most 
“suecessful Yidd sh dramas ever staged, and it has met with the approval 
of Gentile as well as Jewish critics. Mr. Schwartz has announced that 
he intends to take his c »mpany to Europe and to stage “ Yoshe Kalb” in 
London and contine ‘tal capitals. 


AUSTRIA. —A police search has been ca ried out on the-premises of 
the Union of Jewish Sollers at the Front. Nothing of any doubtful 
character was fouid. Persons unknown have broken into the premises 
of the Haganah and carried off a list of the mombers. Anti-Jewixh fi thting 
has started at Vienna Uaiversity, particularity in the Anat Institute. 
The Jewish stu.ients put up a vigorous resistance, and a number were 
injured on both sides. 


Federation of Jewish Relief Organisations. 

The Appeal launched by the Federation for Passover relief for the 
Jewish sufferers in Russia and Poland is meeting witha fair response, 
Colléctions are beivug carried ont by Congregations in London and the 
Provinces, and the Federation requests that all woneys in band should be 
forwar.ied on at ouce by the respective C lectors, in order that immed ato 
action cau be taken in dcaling with the many cables, p eadin. for Passover 
rel ef, which are bing received daily. The campaign by the Fed -ra ion 
in France bas already tealised over £1,900. A cam, aign on beha.f of the 
Federat:ou has also been inaugurated in Palestine. During the first week, 
1,0.0 doliars was raised io Tvl-\viv alone. A sinilar campaigu is also 
being carried ont in Egypt, and the Hebrew Congrega ion of Alexavdria 
has sent ia its first coliectio , a uount.ug .o £8), 1t should be noted that 
the funds coik cted by the Federation are being allocaced, not oniy to 
Russia but also for the relief of Jews in Poiand,

ANNUAL MEETING, 


Sir Philip Hartog presided at the thirty-second Annual Meeting of the 
Club on Sunday at 75, Lancaster Road, W. Mra.

completed, | 

The erection of the Synagogue in Oporto, the foundation-stone of 
which was laid on June 30th, 1929, has been held up owing to lack of 
funds; and the generous contribution to the Building Fund now receiyed 
will enable the Committee to provide a suitable house of worship for tho 
Marranos in Oporto and a visible symbol of the revival of Judaism among 
them. In appreciation of this timely help, i¢ has been decided by the 
Committee to attach to the Synagogue the name of “ Kadoorie,” 
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Land of Israel News 


Jewish Agency Memoranda. 
OBSERVATIONS ON FRENCH REPORT AND MUNICIPAL ORDINANCE. 
The Jewish Agency has submitted to the Palestine Government, 
at the Government's request, observations criticising clause by 
clause the French Report on Palestine development and refuting 


most of its conclusions. The document, which consists of a covering 


letter of 30 pages and a memorandum of 66 pages, quotes the official 
results of the enquiry into the alleged displacement of Arabs by 
Jewish land acquisition, and declares that on this showing the land 
less Arab legend has been exploded. It goes on to cite facts and 
figures to show that Jewish colonisation is beneficial to the 
fellahin, especially on t've coastal plain, where Mr. French suggested 
restricting land sales to Jews. The Jewish Agency substantiates its 
contention by comparing the position of the Arab villages before 
and after the land was acquired by Jews. Mr. French's restrictive 
legislation proposals are useless, the memorandum concludes, since 
their basis with regard to displacement has been disproved. 

The formation of autonomous Jewish municipal units inside 
the general municipalities of mixed cities like Jerusalem and Haifa, 
is demanded by the Jewish Agency in a memorandum on the pro- 
jected new municipal ordinance which, it is aunderstoud, will serve 
as the basis of the proposed Palestine Legislative Council. The 
memorandum further demands the franchise for women, and wider 
scope and powers for the municipalities and the introduction of a 
more modern spirit into their work. 


Relics of Turkish Law. 


CURIOUS COURT CASE. 


[From our Correspondent. | 

There has been an interesting case fought out in the Palestin« 
courts—before the District Court of Jerusalem-—by a Jerusalem lawyer 
who acted solely in the interests of the public without hope or expecta- 
tion of reward. The lawyer was Mr. K. Friedenberg, who is always to 
the fore in the matters of public interest, and he brought a suit against 
the Municipality on the ground that several taxes were being collected 
by it since the British Occupation by virtue of an Ottoman law (known as 
“the Ott man Municipal Tax Law of 24 Rabie-el-Acher 1383-26 2/1330,”) 
which were contestable. A tax of 250 mils was levied under the law on dogs 
{Art cle '8), on all notices avd signboards bearing the names of the 
proprietors {Article 19), an ad valorem levy of 24 per cent. on the 
prices of commodities sold by public auction (Article 8), etc. 

Some of these taxes became obsolete, so far as is known, and were 
not collected. It is curious te note that a case was tried on March L5th 
last year by the High Court between the Grahd Moulins de Palestine and 
’ the Municipality of Haifa, when the right of Municipalities was discussed 
of levying a tax on “ motors creating steam,” under Article 10 of the same 
law. The Court found that there was a wide distinction between a steam 
engine or motor which created steam and the motors or Gynamos of the 
Great Mills (an Edmond de Rothschild foundation), and that consequently 
their dynamos were not taxable under the law. 

In a conversation with Mr. Friedenberg he told me, “I had for years 
refused to pay the signboard tax, and the claim had been handed over by 
the Municipality to the Execution Officer (Bailiff), as the Municipality 
need not prove its claims in Court but is able to collect rates and taxes 
due to it by summary process. I paid the 200 mils finally under protest 
and immediatety lodged an action for their recovery. I logt in the 
‘Magistrate's Court and: won on appeal before the District Court."" And 
the whole crux of the situation lies in the fact that the Municipality was 
never authorised by law to collect such taxes. | 


The Prosperity of Tel-Aviv. 

The noxt budget of the Municipality of Tel-Aviv will amount to about 
£167,000. Last year's income of the Municipality exceeded the estimates 
by about £10,000, as a result of increased immigration and extensive 
building activities. It is anticipated that the Municipality will float a 
loan of £100,000 for public works. 3 


Sir Robert Waley-Cohen’s Scheme. 

The Municipality of Tel-Aviv held a reception at the Palatin Hotel, 
in honour of Lady Erleigh, Sir Robert Waley-Cohen and other distinguished 
visitors to Palestine. Sir Robert has intimated his intention of helping to 
establish a company for the purpose of granting cheap mortgage credit to 
’ Settlers in the towns and the colonies.

Blindness in Palestine. - 
The Report of the St. John Ophthalmic Hospital in Jérusalom 
belonging to the Order of St. John, shows that 1932 was @ very busy year 
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for the Staff. There were 1.599 In-Patients, 21,350 new Out-Patients, and 
total attendances reached the record figure of 97,063, while operations 
numbered 8,716. Of the new cases, 15,754 were Mo«lems, 3,617 were 
Christians and 1,979 were Jews. In the Out-Patient Department 1,654 
patients were tested for glasses, and 994 prescriptions for the same were 
given. The Government of Palestine has, for some time past, been 
seriously coocerned at the enormous prevalence of “blindness” in the 
country. Indeed, Palestine has the highest percentage of “ blindness” of 
any civilised country In the world. “™ Blindness,” it may be added, is 
inability to count fingers at a distance of one metre—not a very high 
standard. The Order of St. John has been invited by the Government to 
organise the establishment of a “ village school,” where voluntary teachers 
un.ler the direction of an English lady should train Palestinian girls to go 
out into the villiges and teach the Fellahin the elementary rules of first 
aid, hygiene, home nursing and sanitation with the ultimate object of 
stamping out preventable blindness in Palestine. 


Friends of the Palestine Sissiaans. 


The Friends of the Palestine Museums have issued their Annual Report 
for 1932, the first year of the Society's existence. Its objects are the 
study of Palestinian culture, the collection, classification and exhibition of 
objects illustrating the history and antiquities of the Holy Land and of 
material from all countries throwing light on the ancient civilisation 
of Palestine, the development of Jewish, Christian and Moslem religious 
art and kindred subjects. 


The Society's work, during the past vear, says the Report, was handicapped 
by the prevailing economic depression. Its formation, however, has aroused 
widespread interest. During the course of the past year asmal!l number of 
objects have been sent through the Society's medium to various collections in 
Palestine. The Society has collaborated in the preliminary discussions for the 
organisation in London of an exhibition of modern Jewish and Palestinian Art, 
and in the movement for obtaining support in this country for the newly 
esti blished Tel-Aviv Museum. ‘The Council has in contemplation at present a 
number of * At Homes’’ to view private collections of Palestinian and allied 
interest. A Conspectus of Palestiniana in English collections, public and 
private, has been made and will be published in due course. 


Prohibiting Arms in Transjordania. 
> 


The Transjordan Government has decided, on the advice of the High 
Commissioner, General Sir Arthur Wauchope, to introduce a Bill into the 
Transjordan Parliament to prohibit the carrying of arms by private 
persons in the towns and villages and to provide for the confiscation of all 
arms in possession of private people. The possession of arms by the Arabs 
in Transjordania has always been a source of danger to public security 
and especially to the Jews in Palestine. During the anti-Jewish riots in 
August, 1929, numbers of armed Arabs from Transjordania were a great- 
menace to Palestine, and Palestine Arabs have always boen able to pro- 
cure arms in Transjordania whenever they needed them. 


Sixth Century Synagogue Unearthed. 


- 


.A sixth century Synagogue has been unecarthed.on Mount Carmel. 
Among the excavated objects are two Me »orahs with Hebrew inscriptions 
and a Mosaic floor. The Hebrew University is collaborating with the 
Government regarding the preservation of the discovered objects and the 


possibilities of further excavation work there.

Land of Israel News Items. 


Dr. WEIZMANN has gone to Palestine ; he will return to England oot 
later than the beginning of May. , 


TWENTY-THREE Jewish tourists with transit visas, who arrived in 
Palestine from Syria, were detained at Samakh and taken to Haifa, where 
they were kept under arrest on suspicion that they wished to remain in 
Palestine permanently. Despite th: intervention of the Executive of the 
Jewish Agency and the protests of the Hebrew. Press, they have been 
sent back to Europe. 


THE construction has been started of the first twenty honses in the 
new Jewish settlement in the Wadi Havarith, Kfar Witkin. 


ON account of the dissensions among the Arab leaders of the various 
Arab countries, the proposed Pan-Arab Conference, which was to have 
been held at Mecca or Bagdad, has been postponed until the autamn. 


Mr. F. G. SULMAN, a former high official in Cyprus, has been appointed 
head of the Palestine Government Survey Department: Mr. T. Doe, 
another former high official in Cyprus, has been.appointed head of the 
Palestine Government Department for Agriculture and Forestry in the 
piace of Mr. Sawyer. 


THE Dutch Airships Line, which has a regular service between 
Azsterdam and Batavia, has acquired a plot of land in Jerusalem for the 
purpose of constracting a stationin the city, 
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The Pales’ine Movement. 


The Keren Hayesod in England. 


Mr. LEIB JAFFE’S CAMPAIGN. 


Mr. Leib Jaffe has now left England after a four months’ 
campa gn, this being his second visit to this country on behalf of 
the Keren Hayesod. 

Mr. Jaffe began his work in London. The first big gathering 
he addressed was in November last, when a reception was held in 
his honour, at which Lord Melchett was the Chiirman. He spoke 
at various meeti: gs in different districts of London. During the 
early d. ys of his stay in London, he and Professor B-odetsky 
addressed a meeting of the Federation of Synagogues, at which it was 
dec ded to make the Keren Hayesod a grant of £1,500, which was 
double the amount contributed by the Federation a year ago. He 
also addressed the Bnai B'rith Lodge in London on the cultural 
work in Palestine and gave an addr’ss at: the Annual Conference of 
the Zionist Federation on the work of the Keren Hayesod. The 
Executive of the Women’s International Zionist Organisation issued 
an appeal to all women’s societies in the country, signed by Lady 
Samuel, Mrs. Sieff, Mrs. Weizmann and Mrs. Solomon, in which all 
women were called upon to assist Mr. Jaffe in his work for the 
Keren Hayesod. 

Mr. Jaffe started his campaign in the Provinces at Leeds. 
Subsequently he visited Bradford, Glaszow, Manchester, Newcastle 
and Brighton, and spent one day in Liverpool, where he held a 
meeting with the Keren Hayesod workers. He made con act with 
all classes of the population. The propaganda was of a Ziynist and 
Jewish national character and on a scale such as had not been 
known for years. He addressed the Jewish misses, the Jewish 
youth, the women’s orginisations, the B'nai B'rith Lodges, the 
Tarbut Societies and Oneg Shabbat meetings. He spoke at 
crowded public meetings and in Synagogues. In Manchester 
alone, he spoke in five Synagogues, among others in ths Syna- 
gogue of Spanish and Portuguese Jews (in Hebrew and English), 
he being the fir-t layman to sp°ak there. In the sixteen days which 
he spent in Manchester, he addressed nineteen meetings. In that 
town, he spoke to the Board of Shechita, at which the representatives 
of the Synagogues and Institutions were present, and at a reception 
arranged fcr him by Mr. and Mrs. Nathan Laski at the Midland 


_, Hotel. 


In each town literature dealing with Palestine and the Keren 
Hayesod was delivered at practically every Jewish home. Tho 
Jewish papers in Leeds, Glasgow and Manchester issued special 
editions d voted to Pa estine and the Keren Hayesod and to the 
guest. Mr. Jaffe held Press Co.uferences wherever he went. The 
general English Press published interviews with Mr. Jaffe and 
articles about the work in Pa'estine. In Leeds the result was twice 
as goud as last year, and in Glasgow better than the previous year. 

Mr. Jaffe’s work was far from being in the na‘ ure of a mere collec- 
tion of funds. He told of the joys and sorrows of life in Palestine, 
dealt with various problems of the Zionist moventent and the work 
in Palestine, spoke on Jewish national education, on the Jewish 
renais: ance, and on the revival of the Hebrew language. 


Mr. Jaffe has left England to go to Canada, but the work in : 


England is being continued. It may be predicted that the results 
will be better than last year, although the economic position is 
worse. At the Annual Conference of English Zionists, Mr. Jaffe 
spoke on the methods of work. He said that they must not be satis- 
fled with 8.500 contributors. This number should be doubled at least. 
England could afford to give an average of £1 per annum per Jewish 
family, and since England bas 60,0C0 Jewish families it should bo 
able to raise £60,000 for the Keren Hayesod. The work of the K ren 
Hayesod must be carried into new spheres. The best channel in 
England was the Synagogue. The Federation of Synagogues had given 
a fine lead and the other Synagogues must be won over, including 
the United Synagogue. Every Synagogue, as such,should become a 
contributor to the Keren Hayesod, and efforts must be made to 
approach every seatholder. 

The work in the Provinces is continuing. The President, Mr. 
Nahum Sokolow, and Mr. Israel Cohen have recently visited Liver. 
pool, and Lord Melchett has visited Birmingham with Profesor 
Brodetsky. Mr. Israel Cohen has addressed meetings at Edinburgh 
and Hull, and Professor Brodetsky and Mr. Cohen are to speak at 
Nottingham on April 2nd. 


Jewish National Fund. 


FOURTEENTH A‘ NUAL EXHIBITION AND BAZAAR. 


The Fourteenth Annual Exhibition and Bazaar, organised under 
the auspices of the East London Jewish National Fund Council, was 
opened on Saturday evening at the Whitechapel Art Gallery. 

Mr. M. H. Davis, L.C.C., who presided, said that nobody could 
foretell what was going to haspen in the future in other countries, 
and because of that special efforts must be made by Jews living in 
countries of freedom like England to double and treble their efforts 
and make sacrifices for the building up of their land.

Birmingham Keren Hayesod. 
NEW COMMITTEE FORMED. 


[From our Correspondent. | 

A meeting-to hear reports of the progress made in Palestine 
was held last Sunday afternoon, and was very largely attended by a 
representative ga‘hering of Birmingham Jewry as well as_ by 
members of the Christade!lphian Brotherhood. The meeting, held 
in the Connaught Room of the Grand Hotel and attended hy over 
400, was to be addressed .by Lord Melchett, but owing to a 
breakdown on the road he could not reach Birmingham in time. 
The other chief speaker, Professor S. Brodetsky, gave an eloquent 
nddress on the present situation in Palestine, and spoke in very 
optimistic terms of what the future has in store for Jewry there. 
Referring to the unfortunate treatment of the Jews in Germany, 
Dr. Brodetsky said this was only further evidence of the need 
world-Jewry had of a haven of refuge from persecution, and 
he believed that Palestine would be that place. Dr. Brodetsky 
reported that there were now 200,000 Jews in Palestine, 
and there was room for development and for vast expansion in 
industry and commerce. But the country could only gradually 
absorb additional numbers, and he appealed te his large audience 
to take part in the great work of reconstruction by their support of 
the Keren Hayesod. Though Birmingham Jewry had, thanks mainly 
to the Ladies’ Committees, sent along substantial contributions to 
the Jewish National Fund, there had up to the present not been any 


organisation to support the sister fund, the Keren Hayesod. He’ 


was hopeful that as the result of that meeting, Birmingham would 
take its place along with other important cities in the countfy, and 
obtain contributions to this cause. The economic significance of 
Palestine was that it was the only country in the world where the 
Jew could say he was entitled to employment, and where he could 
exercise his independence. 

The Rev. Dr. A. Cohen referred to the fact that when at College, 
twenty-five years ago, he and Dr. Brodesky founded the first University 
Students’ Zionist Society. Zionism was looked upon as an academic 
problem, but to-day it was no longer a theoretical matter; it was the most 
important practical problem of the Jewish people. Palestine was the only 
Shanon in the world where one could find an educated rural population.

Revisionist Conference in Kattowice. 


AVERTING SPLIT IN THE MOVEMENT. 

Mr. Vladimir Jabotinsky, the President of the Revisionist World 
Organisation, opening the Conference of the Revisionist Party 
Council in Kattowice, urged the priority right of discipline of the 
Revisio ist Organisation over its members: Forty delegates were 
present from Poland, Palestine, France, England, Central Europe, the 
Baltic countries and Canada. Mr. Jabotinsky went on to say that the 
decisions adopted at the Calais meeting and at the Vienna Con. 
ference were inadequate to establish this priority of the Revisionist 
Organisation, and demanded that they should be extended to provide - 
for it completely. He also demanded that three additional members 
belonging to his section of the movement should be co-opted to the 
Revisionist Executive. | 

Mr. Meer Grossman, Vice-President of the Revisionist World 
Organisation, contended that it was unnecessary to have any 
extension of the Calais and Vienna decisions, because actually, he 
claimed, Revisionists are not bhamperel in their political activity 
because of the discipline of the Zionist Organisation. It was also 
unnecessary to co-opt additional members to the Executive, he 
argued, because Mr. Jabotinsky had never been subjected to a 
hostile majority vote in the Executive. 

A centre group has been constituted at the Conference, which 


will endeavour to prevent any secessionist tendencies in the 
Organisation. ds

Parliamentary Notes. 


Growing Reaction to German Situation. 


” No Revision of Versailles Until , , , 


PALESTINE AND TARIFFS. 
‘From our Parliamentary Correspondent.) 


There is no gainsaying the deep concern felt in the House 
about the treatment of Jews in Germany at the present time, 
and the pressure now being brought to bear upon the Govern. 
ment to ensure the safety of British nationals, especially Indians 
and Jews, in that country, reflects the gravity of the situation. 
When Col. Wedgwood questioned the Government on the 
subject. this week, both he and tlie Under-Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, who replied to the question, were listened to 
with tense interest. Col. Wedgwood wanted to know what steps 
the Government were taking to protect the British Nationals in 
Germany. Mr. Eden repeated the assurance already given in. the 
House by Sir John Simon on March Ist. He also added that we had 
no locus standi except in the case of British Nationals, although 
it has been noted with some significance that this question 
has not deterred the United States Government, judging from 
the report that the State Department has asked its Embassy 
in Berlin to make a report on the situation of German Jewish 
citizens. In the existing conditions of terrorism directed against 
the Jews in Germany, it is hoped that our Government will not be 
satisfied with mere general assurances, especially in view of the 
fact that there is little sign yet of any change in the declared 
programme of the Nazi Party, which would deprive German Jews of 
their citizenship. Notice has been given that the following Motion 
will be moved by Colonel Wedgwood and Mr. Maxton : “In the opinion 
of this House any negotiations with the German Government 
respecting any revision of the Peace Treaties should be broken off 
until law, order and civilised treatment of prisoners are restored to 
all classes in Germany.” | 

There is reason to believe that Palestine’s case for Imperial 
Preference is likely to be urged again in one form or another at no 
distant date. Although that country is administered by the Colonial 
Office, it does not technically form part of the British Empire. Con- 
sequently, having reference to the obligations under “ Most Favoured 
Nation” clauses in treaties with various foreign countries, the Law 
Officers of the Crown have not been able to advise the Government 
to allow the admission of Palestine to the system of Imperial 
Preference. The result is that Jaffa oranges, which previously came 
in free, now have to pay a ten per cent duty. The Summer Tariff, 
which is much higher, will come into force in April, under the 
Ottawa Agreements... The present position bristles with difficulties 
which threaten to affect adversely an important Palestine industry, 
and it is felt that at this time when so many commercial treaties 
are undergoing revision, a suitable opportunity exists to raise the 
claim of Palestine, which is known to have the sympathy of the 
Government Departments concerned.

Recipes for Passover. 


Matzo Kleis. 


Two small! onions, 
Dripping, 1 oz. 
Parsiey, 
Salt and pepper. 

SOAK the matzos in cold water till soft; then squeeze very dry. Lut 
in @ basin and beat ap with a fork. Chop the onions very small and fry 
in the dripping till nicely browned. Then add to the matzos, together 
with the shredded suet, a little chopped parsley and. the beaten eggs. 
Season with salt, pepper and nutmeg, and adi sufficient meal to bind. 
Dust the hands with meal and roll into very small balls. Drop into fast 
boiling soup and cook for half-an-hour. 


Two matzos, 
Suet, 2 oze. 
Two eggs. 
Matzo meal. 


Almond Balis for Soup. 
egy. Salt. 
Ground almonds, 2 ozs. Grated lemon rind. 

SEPARATE the yolk and white of the egg. Beat up the yolk; add the 
almonds and grated rind of balf a. lemon, and a little salt. Whip the 
white of egg to a stiff froth; ald to the other ingredients and mix 
thoroughly. Drop a little from the end of a small spoon into smoking 
fat, and when puffed up and brown drain well. Put into sonp jus! 
before serving. 


Raisin Wine. 
Raisins, 2 ibs, Stick cinnamon, 
Water, 3 quarts. Sugar. 

Usb best quality raisins. Cut them in halves; put them In a sanice- 
pan with the cold water, and add stick cinnamon and sugar to taste. 
Boil slowly until it is reduced by one-third. When cold, strain throug! 
muslin, 


Almond Pudding. 
Ground almonds, 4 oze, Castor sugar, 4ozs. 
Four eggs. 
BEAT up tho yolks and whites of the eggs separately, then together, 
until very light. Add the ground almonds and beat for another fiftecn 
minutes. Turn into a greased dish and bake in a moderate oven. 


Lemon Cream. 
Four lemons. Castor sugar, 6 oza, 
l’otato flour, 1} ozs. Water, 14 pints. 
Three oggs. 

PERL the lemons thinly. Put the peel in a jug and pour over ono- 
and-a-half pints of boiling water; cover and leave till cold. Then strain 
off the water. Put the potato flour and sugar in a basin; mix to a 
smooth paste with the lemon water. Add the strained lemon juice and 
pour this on to the lightly beaten cggs. Mix thoroughly; turn into a 
donble saucepan and stir over a moderate heat till it thickéns, 


Talmud Torah Trust. 
Representatives of London Synagogues attended a social gatherin: 

held by the Talmud Torah Trust last week, at the Rose Hertz Hal), 
Communal Centre. The object of the function, organised by the Ways anil 
Means Committec, was to discuss the best means of furthering the annual 
Synagogue Appeal made on behalf of the Talmud Torah Trust on the last 
day of Passover. Dayan Dr. A. Feldman, who presided, said that the 
Passover Appeal Committee was formed twenty years ago, Over £100 
was raised in the first year, and since then the Synagogue Appeal had 
been made annually, yielding in 1922 asumof £333. Until 1932, the Appeal 
was mainly confined to the Federation Synagogues, but last year the Council 
of the United Synagogue gave permission for the Appeal to be extended to 
the Synagogues attached to it. The accounts for 1932 showed that, so far, 
£155 only had been received. There were over 106 Synagogues in London, 
and if each Synagogue contributed a minimum of £5 or £10 to tho 
annual appeal a fair amount would be assured. The position of the 
Talmud Torahs was critical, and it was essential for the Synagogues 
to help them, for the Talmud Torahs helped to provide worshippers and 
congregants. In the discussion, Mr. M. H. Davis, L.C.C., suggested that 
the old custom of making collections for the Trust at weddings and other 
festive occasions should be revived. He felt strongly that the religious 
institutions of the Community ought to help the Talm id Torahs by making 
direct grants to the Trust. Mr. N. Fisher mentioned that every Synagogue 
could afford to pay £5 a year to the Trust, despite the present bad con-- 
ditions. Mr. Winkler said that in the Shzpherd’s Bush Synagogue they 
were instituting a charity rate of 1d. per week on all the members, which 
would realise a sum of £50 per year, Out of that amount they would be 
prepared to grant £10 to the Talmud Torah Trust. Other suggestions 
wero made by Dayan 8. I. Hillman, Rabbi M. Swift and Mr. Leon 
Edelshain. The following resolution was adopted : |

GLASGOW. 


Jewish Representative Council.

The Annual Meeting of the Council was held last week in the 
Board of Guardians’ Rooms. Mr. Joseph Sachs presided. Mr. Ben. 
Brazil, Treasurer, submitted the Financial Statement which showed 
that subscriptions received from constituent bodies totalled £21. 
Mr. L.. Finestone, Hon. Secretary, presented the Report of which the 
following is an abstract: 

The Council is composed of nine representatives from Synagogues, six from 
Charity Organisations, seven from Friendly Societies and seven from other 
Organisations. The Council received an assurince from the Director of the 
local EK lucation Authority that Barsary Examinations would be held on days 
other than Saturdays and Jewish Festivais. The Council also took up this 
matter with the Uuiversity Authorities, who couldonly provide another day for 
their Degree Examinations subject to the payment of a fee. The Council have. 
asked the United Charities Council to co-operate with them with regard to 
applications from Jewish bodies for Cinema Sindays. The Council have 
thoroughly exp! red the various channels of the Naturalisation question, 
and also discussed t ,e question of the atten lance of Jewish children at schools. 
The new Gorbals Library built by the Glasgow civic authorities has, on the 
representation made by the Council, a section of Jewish interest. Mr. Maurice 
Olsberg, the retiring President, has rendered yeoman service’ to the Council, 
who wish to place on record their appreciation. 


Arising out of the Report, there was a discussion on the question 
of religious education. After the Secretarial Report had been 
adopted, the following were elected:

EDINBURGH. 


Nationalist Foundation of Judaism. 


Kabbi Dr. Salis Daiches delivered his fifth lecture in the 
Synagogue Hall, Salisbury Road, under the auspices of the B'nai 
B'rith Lodges. He dealt with the Nationalist Foundation of 
Judaism. Mr. J. H. Levitt presided. 

Dr. Diiches pointed out that, historically, Judaism was 
inseparably associated with Jewish nationality. The corporate 
life of the Hebrew nation, which began with the exodus from Egypt, 
enabled the Hebrew spirit to become active, and to create a spiritual 
record that had lasted throughout the ages. The Lawgiver at Sinai 
addressed himself to the emancipated tribes of Israel, who had been 
turned by a Divine decree into “a kingdom of priests and a 
holy nation.”” A great principle had thus been proclaimed—nation. 
hood could be associated with holiness. A considerable part of the 
Torah was intended to foster that principle, and to make it the basis 
of the national life of the people that accepted the Divine teaching. 
The Jewish conception of nationalism was that of a corporate 
striving after the free exercise of spiritual functions, and that 
involved a national responsibility towards God. Viewed in 
that light, nationality was a sacred principle, and was not only 
compatible with the highest ethical teaching, but was capable 
of furthering the highest good of humanity. The close associa- 
tion of the religious and national life of the Jewish people was 
not due to racial exclusiveness, but to the conviction that only as 
a distinct ethnic entity could the Hebrew nation fulfil its Divinely- 
appointed task and demonstrate the salutary effect of obedience 
to the Divine Law. : Such na ional striving was not identical with 
political ambition. The Jews, it was true, were not the only people 
who had shown that political ambition must not be confused with 
national aspiration, and that political independence was not indis- 
pensable for the manifestation of a true national spirit. The 
Scottish people furnished an excellent example. But Jews suffered 
more than any other race or people from the confusion of thought 
that prevailed in that respect. There were those who doubted the 
Jew’'s loyalty and usefulness as a citizen in the land of his birth or 
adoption, because of his loyalty and attachment to his own people. 
On the other hand, there were those who questioned the right of the 
Jew to foster loyalty to his Jewish nationality, because of the duties 
that ‘devolved upon him as subject or citizen of the land of his birth 
or adoption. All that was due to a confusion of the conception of 
subjecthood with that of nationality, and Jewish emancipation in 
Western lands had increased the confusion. The loyal performance 
of the duties of citizenship was enjoined by Judaism as a religious 
duty, which the Jew had never hesitated to carry out. But the 
furtherance of Jewish national life involved no conflict with civic 
loyalty or peice allegiance, while it gave an enhanced value to 
the contribution which the true Jew made towards the spiritual 
progress of every country in which he lived, and towards the 
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advancement of humanity at large. That contribution would acquire 
even grea‘er import. nce and a higher value « hen made by a restored 
and regenerated Jewish nationality in Pa éstine, by a nuc'eus of the 
Jewish peop'e resuming its :ull national life, both phys cally and 


Spiritual y. and deriving new vigour and inspiration from contact 
with the soil of its ancient Homeland.

It is a splendid and 
serious play and | wholeheartedly repeat my former praise for the 
acting of Dame Mary Whitley, Esme Church and A. R. Whatmore as 
well as for the many. and typically varied guests who assisted the 
weather in sat-rising the wedding reception. 
CECILIA (Arts). 

Mr. Allan Monkhouse is so skilled a playwright that-there is a 
separate joy in watching the deftness with which he handles his 
dialogue and the neat economy wherewith he tells his story. The 
same cleverness is visible in his character drawing and he néver 
takes more from his characters than he puts in. This is the story of 
a self-centred actress who impulsively marries a young under- 
graduate and proceeds to treat his decent, middle-class family like 
so much hostile dirt—all in the name of some sort of individuality 
which she imagines is being threatened by contact with decency. 
In the course of the play, one quite believed in the intense 
suffering which this egotistical exhibitionist endured—but it was 
entirely due to her own nas'y temperament, her stupid cheap 
standards, her lust for applause and her uncontrolled appetites 
which recked little of what their appeasement cost others. Still, 
it was sincere suffering and made the more effective by Fabia 
Drake's gallant tackling of a very difficult part. Personally, towards 
the close of tie play I lost interest in Cecilia through sheer disgust 
at her mentality, and at her behaviour when in “the depths of 
despair’ she showed herself very much of a cony with a never- 
failing knowledge of which side her bread was buttered. The rdle 
of the undergraduate husband, delicately and sen itively written, 
was very properly handled by Maurice Evans. Marcus Barron 
brought out the full flavour of the picture of a kindly gentleman of 
means whose love for his son was none the less real for its restraint, 
and in enother brilliantly drawn character, that of the young 
man’s motuer, Margaret Scudmore gave a quiet, profoundly impres- 
sive p ece of acting. Alec Archdale’s version of the shy young in-law 
steering a difficult course in troubl°d family waters was a model of 
neat characterisation, and Reginald Tate gave a full-length miniature 
of a genuine Shaftesbury Avenue outsider. Prior to “ Cecilia,” there 
was a delighiful one-act play by the same author “The Grand 
Cham’s Diamond,” a perfect little theatre piece of high-speed excite- 
ment and fun.

The Philosophy of Change in Music. 

The libretto for Hindemith’s “Das Unaufhérliche” (The 
Perpetual), given a first English perform nee at the B.B.C. Concert 
on Wednesday even ng, consists of a series of poems which, judging 
from the unusually good translation done by Rose and Cyril Scott, 
whilst not lacking in poetic imagery and thought, is chiefly devoted 
to exposition o tie philosophy of everlasting change. In its 
essence contemplative, the theme is considered contemplatively, 
and it inevita ly leaves little scope for passionate express on in the 
music written for it. ‘So far as Hindemith is concerned, this is all to 
the good, for he has not sofarshownany great ability to convey pas<ion 
in music, Consequently, spacious and rich as is much of the music he 
has written for this oratorio, it suggests more an intellectual exer- 
cise than a vital outpouving of human genius. It is surprising in that 
Hindewith imitates so perfectly the true oratorio form and restrains 
almost entirely any tendency to seek unusual effects. Of the work

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precisely because of its lack of spontaneity, not quite first rate. 
The performance under Sir Henry Wood was excellent; the B.B.C. 

chorus and a group of choristers from St. Margaret's providing 
together with the orchestra the main body of sound, and Adelheid 
Armhold, Parry Jones, Harold Williams and Arthur Cranmer all 
singing solo parts extremely well. So good was Adelheid Armhold 
that to criticise seems captious; yet the criticism is of the B.B.C. not of 
her.

As already 
said, the translation of the words made excellent reading, and sang 
well, except for the very first line, when, as the result of disjoining, 
"The one Per. . petual,” the temptation to add “cent” after 
was irresistible.

A Romantic Symphony and a Cocktail Rhapsody, 


We can afford to smile in this sophisticated age at Berlioz 
unsophisticated extravagances for our own modern composers have 
led us into a world of extravagances far beyond Berlioz’ wildest 
dreams. Yet the man was a prophet in his day and one also has to 
marvel at the wealth of his resourcefulness, in view of the limita 
tions which even he suffered. It is preeisely because of those 
limitations that his “ Symphonie Fantastique,” which was the first 
item in the London Symphony Orchestra concert on Monday, again 
and again brings a smile to the lips. And the more serious the 
man is, the more hearty become the smiles, until by the time he 
is conducting you through the orgiastic medley of the last move. 
ment it is difficult to restrain the guffaws. Yet that same 
last movement is the most sublime blasphemy in all music 
and on Monday we were made to feel its sublimity. In fact 
except for the pastoral movement, which was dull even in its thunder, 
the whole work went with just that extravagant magnificence which 
it needed, and of which Sir Hamilton Harty is master. The Schumann 
Concerto after the interval had one thing in common with Berlioz : 
its romantic outlook! For its perfect expression Solomon can be 
depended upon, but I don’t think even he has done better; and his 
remarkably limpid, poetic touch was only the chief of many 
exce'lences.. If Sibelius were a modern Berlioz, then Sir Hamilton 
Harty's conception of his “Tapiola” tone poem would be impec 
cable. But he is not, and so we hada rather extravagant Sibelius 
presented tous, a Sibelius of magnificent string tone but 
with a ground bass (a prominent feature of the work) lacking in 
that organ depth which it needs. Since Sibelius, Schumann and 
Berlioz can all be classed as romantics, where was Ge: shwin's place 
in this programme? Or is he the romantic of the skyscraper age’ 
His Second Rhapsody, in which Solomon did his share to contribute 
to an overwhelmingly powerful performance, has an innate, driving 
conviciion that would compel assent at the head of a drumstick. It 
does not perhaps make quite so much use of jazz effects as his 
previous works and, on the other band, much of his piano passages 
might have been (but were not) written by a strictly classic composer. 
But however questionable the mixture, the result is as exbilarnting 
as that most questionable of all drinks—the cocktail. 


Temianka. 


A young Polish violinist, Temianka, gave an unusual! recital af 
the Hall of the College of Nursing on Tuesday evening, under; the 
au-pices of the Anglo-Polish Circle. The programme announced 
works by British and Polish composers, but in fact only Delius’ 
Second Sonata represented the first, and even the Polish composers 
might have been a rather more varied selection. But this 
criticism apart, the recital was highly interesting, both for the 
works performed and for the brilliance of Temianka’s playing. 
Wieniawski can be relied upon to provide opportunities for 
Violinistic fireworks, and his Concerto is chiefly remarkable in 
this direction, although the slow movement has some merit as a 
melody. Tansman’s Second Sonata makes no attempt to strike 
out across new fields, but keeps to a melodic structure even in 
the fast-moving finale. Perbaps the piece of the evening was 
Szymanovski's Nocturne, which resorted to muted strings and 
pizz catos and a number of other violin tricks tocapture atmosphere, 
and if it had not been rather disjointed would have been unusually 
successful. Temianka plays with tremendous vitality and seems 
able to tackle with ease work calling for outstanding gifts of 
virtuosity. His bowing is inclined to be a little heavy, and in 
consequence he is not always so clean on the note as one could 
wish, but if he can overcome this fault without losing his strength 
and speed, he will quickly move upward in the rank of first-class 
violinists. H.C.5. 


Fachiri Takes Command. 


Adila Fachiri and Kathleen Long gave a violin and pianofore 
recital at the Wigmore Hall on Tuesday evening. They are not an 
ideally suited combination, for Miss Long is a heavy player and 
lacks in particular the varie! y of tone essential for this combination. 
Bach's E major Sonata No. 3, received in consequence a dull per. 
formance; but Fathiri took command in the Beethoven C minor, Op. 
80, No. 2, and her whole-heartedness reconciled one to the lack of 
balance. There was more delicacy in her playing than of yore, 
without any sacrifice of s rength. John Ireland's Sonata in A 
minor, No, 2, took the final place in the programme remarkab|y 
well. In it, Mr. Ireland comes nearer to saying anything than in 
most of his works, and it has a commendable directness. The violin 
part could scarcely have been better potmpund.t than by Fachiri. ' 


Bach Cantata Club. ; 


The Bach Cantata Clab gave a recital-of three of. the Quntias 
on Tuesday last at St. Margaret's, Westminster, The works were 
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chiefly notable for the scope they gave to the oboe d'amore in two 
of them; the harp-ichord in one an: al o the trump>t. Bach's 
mastery was never better illustrated than by his use of the latter 
instrument in “ Leicutgesinnte Flattergeister”’ (No. 181), where he 
emphasises the text in his own inim table way, without ever 
allowing the instrument to override the voices. The delicious 
contrast between oboe d'amore and harpsichord ia “ Sasser Trost” 
(No. 151) led one to regret the virtual desuetude into which those 
lovelyinstrumentsh ve fallen—but perhaps contemporary composers 
would find no use for such tones! The singing, as usual, was 
. excellent, perhaps the best wor. coming from the bass soloist in 
No. 151. Mr. Charles Kennedy Scott gave a studied, scholnrly 
reading of all three, but carefully avoided any sugzestion - of 
pedan.ry in his conducting. L.G.R.

trated to the homesof the strange and scattered 
Jewish communities in the desert regions 
of North Africa. And the other day | was 
dipping into an interesting book which he 


wrote some six years ago describing his 
wanderings among these commynities. - One 


of the most fascinating chapters in his book 
is that which describes the wanderings of the 
pious Rabbis from Palestine, who penetrate 
among these coreligionists in order to collect 
funds for the religious institutions in the Holy 
Land. Oftenthese wandering messengers meet 
a martye's death in the heart of the desert. 
DESERT BANDITs, 

Knowing that these em'ssaries are engaged 
in the collection of funds, the desert robbers 
fall upon them and, says Dr, Slouschz, “along 
the road in the heart of the great Atlas Moun. 
tains are scattered the white monumentai 
stones which mark the-graves of these wander. 
They are the martyrs of the 
Synagogue in Jerusalem, who gave up their

* Some,” he says, * meet their death at the 
hands of the brigands and others fall a prey 
to disease. Sometimes travellers who come 
across the dead body of a holy man carry il 


to the nearest Jewish house, and point out to 


the faithful the spot where they found it: And 


the Jews bury the body there, placing a white 
stone over it; and sometimes they rear a whole 
mausoleum on the spot. The dead Rabbi is 
now a Jewish (saint). The tomb 
becomes a cenfre of pilgrimage for the poor, 
who light oil lamps by the tomb to invoke 
the aid of the saint, and for the sick who 
flock thither praving for a miraculous cure.”

BORROWED SANCTUARIES, 

But the most interesting thing which Dr. 
Slouschz relates concerning these desert 
tombs is that the Moslems frequently appro- 
priate them. “ Awed into belief, the Arabs 
and Berbers, the most superstitious people in 


_ the world, begin in their turn to honour the 


rabbi’s grave, and jealous that so holy a place 
should belong to the Jews, they take advan- 


tage of their greater numbers to -drive the 


Jews away and appropriate the sanctuary. 
Often they build a mosque about the tomb, 
still keeping the Jewish, name of the saint... , 
I know of no greater human sorrow,” he adds, 
“of no anguish more acute than that of the 
Jews of Africa, when the saint who has been 
their guiding spirit, their pride and their con- 
solation from times immemorial, is taken from 
them by the Mohammedans. And so tenacious 
is the hold which the dead have over the 
living that often entire Jewish villages have 
gone over to Islamism, simply because their 
dead saint has been seized by the Mussulmans 
and, as Jews, they would no longer be per. 
mitted to come to him on a pilgrimage.”
